ating methods were #0 Unsatisfactory to 
many people that a return to the former 
way this year was decided to be advirable, 
and the result was an old fashioned pro- 
gtainme with the customary trimmings of 
oratory, music, flowers, and soforth The 
Order of last year’s Exercises, or rather the 
lack of one, was viewed from the etand- 
point of many educators as in the nature of 
areform. The simplicity of the arrange. 
ments strongly recommended them to the 
approval of the masses and more so still to 
people of economical views and opponents 
of finery, display, and lavish expenditures 
for personal adornment by the parenta and 
guardians of the members of the class, A 
more modeat programme than had formerly 
prevailed for Graduation Day waa a pet 
scheme with the then Chairman of the 
School Board, whose ideas of reform were 
earnestly seconded by several of the ablest 
of his fellow-members, It seemed a step 
in the right direction, and but for the 
pride of the human heart, asthe plan was 
warmly endorsed by a large majority of the 
Class, the new departure, it is believed, 
vould have been made the permanent order 
of things and a very gratifying success.

ADDRESS BY MAYOR EDWARD EVERETT 


THOMPSON, 


Gentlemen and Ladies of the School Com- 
mittee: 

On this year so full of unusual historic 
interest we are reminded of the past in the 
history of ofr schools. There are yet 
living among us men and women who will 
remember when the old nine district schools 
in what is now Woburn and Winchester 
were all that any one hoped for or even 
desired, 

Compared with the schools of today they 
seem to us to have been hardly worthy of

the name, so limited and meagre were the 
opportunities they offered for what is now 
deemed a respectable training for the 
responsibilities of active life. 

When, in 1828, Warren Academy was 
opened for pupils very few comparatively 
of the youth of Woburn aspired to enter 
it, and a much smaller number of parents 
| thought it necessary or even desirable that 
they should enter. The tide of public 
feeling was against any departure from the 
old ways. And even as late as 1852 when 
it was proposed to establish a High School 
there Was a strong opposition to it as need- 
less and involving a useless outlay of ex- 
pense. But the town was found to contain 
a population so large as to render it liable 
to prosecution for neglecting to provide a 
High School. Under this legal pressure 
which finds its parellel in the earliest history 
of the town as related by Miss Patten in 
her essay enforced by an able Committee 
consisting of Rev. J. C. Stockbridge, Abner 
Rice, Principal of the Academy, and Daniel 
Kimball, an old teacher, men far in ad- 
vance of the prevailing opinion, the ‘Town 
yielded and the High School whose anni- 
versary we celebrate today was organized. 
Rooms were leased in what used to be 
known as Knight’s Building at a rent of 
$100 per annum. Mr. William A. Stone, 
then Principal of the High School in Win- 
chester, was appointed Master, and the 
school was at last fairly launched. 

We cannot now go farther into its early 
history, the erection of the original High 
School House and later the large and much 
needed addition, But we can say with the 
sincerest mutual congratulations that every 
year of its history has demonstrated its 
signal success and usefulness. 

The first class of eleven members grad- 
uated in 1855, and under a succession of 
competent teachers every subsequent cluss 
has in various professions and ways added 
to the honor of the school. We are not 
only gratifled, but we cherish an honorable 
pride in the grsnd results obtained in the 
forty years of its existence. But it ix im- 
portant to add here that every step onward 
and upward has been preceded by hard and

Text of the Lesson, Acta 1, 1-12—Memory 


Vorses, 8-11—Golden Text, Acts |, % 
Commentary by the Rev. DD. M. 
Stearns, 


1, “The former treatise have I made, O 
Theophilus, of all that Jesus began both 
to do and teach,.”’ As the Gospels are a 
record of all that Jesus began todo and 
teach by the Holy Spirit, so this book and 
the epistles are a record of all that Jesus 
continued to do and teach by the same 
Holy Spirit through the apostles, The 
daily life of every true believer should bea 
further continuance of the same doing and 
teaching by the same power in us (John 
xvi, 7,8 Math. x, 20), As to the former 
treatise see Luke i, 1-4. Observe that do 
ing comes before teaching, and compare 
Math, v, 19 

2. “Until theday in which He was taken 
up, after that He through the Holy Spirit 
had given commandments unto the apos- 
tles whom He had chosen,”” He wrought 
and taught until the day He was received 
up. So should it be with us, all the mo 
ments filled for Hin\ until “absent from 
the body present with the Lord,” or pos 
sibly ‘until He come” for body and soul. 

8. “To whom also He showeth Himself 
alive after His passion by many infallible 
proofs, being seen of them forty days, and 
speaking of the things pertaining to the 
kingdom of God.”’ See the record of eleven 
appearances during the forty days after 
His resurrection in Mark xvi, 9; Math. 
xxviii, 9, 10; Luke xxiv, 16, 34, 86; John xx, 
26; xxi, 1; Math, xxviii, 16,17; I Cor. xv, 6, 
7; Luke xxiv, 50, 51, In all His preaching 
the kingdom was very prominent, see Math, 
iv, 28; ix, 35, 

4, “And being assembled together with 
them, commanded them that they should 
not depart from Jerusalem, but wait for 
the promise of the father, which, saith He, 
ye have heard of me.”’” Wherever it was 
that He met them at this time the great 
thing to be observed is that they were not 
to go forth until qualified by special power 
from on high. His presence with them for 
two or three years was not a sufficient 
qualification; they must receive in fullness 
the same power which wrought in Him- 
self, and this could not be till He was 
glorified (John vii, 89). 

5. “For John truly baptized with water; 
but ye shall be baptized with the Holy 
Ghost not many days hence.’’ As to the 
Spirit’s connection with Christ see Mark 
i, 18; Acts x, 38; Luke iv, 1; Math. xii, 28; 
Heb. ix, 14; Rom. viii, 11. And if Christ 
Himself was powerless, apart from the 
Spirit, how much more are we? See the 
difference between an ordinary believer 
and one filled with the Spirit, in Peter be- 
fore and after Pentecost; observe also that 
it is as much disobedience not to be filled 
with the Spirit as itis to be drunk with 
wine (Eph. vy, 18). 

6. ‘When they therefore were come to- 
gether, they asked of Him, saying, Lord, 
wilt thou at this time restore again the 
kingdom to Israel?’ He had told them 
that they were foolish not to believe all 
that the prophets had spoken, and He had 
also opened their understanding that they 
might understand the Scriptures (Luke 
xxiv, 25, 45), so that this question was not 
from blind and carnal men, as many think, 
The kingdom of which the prophets are full 
isa kingdom to be restored to Israel, and 
such great promises us Isa, ix, 7; xxiv, 23; 
xxxv, 10; Ix, 21; Jer. iii, 17, 18; xxiii, 5, 6: 
xxxi, 85, 86; Ezek. xxxvii, 21, 22, and a host 
of others, buve no reference to the church, 
but to the kingdom for which the apostles 
rightly looked. 

7. “And Hesaid unto them, It is not for 
you to know the times or the seasons, 
which the Father hath put in His own 
power.” He did not say that their ques 
tion was a wrong one, nor that they mis 
understood the nature of His kingdom; 
He spoke only of the knowledge of the 
time being withheld, He had taught 
them that it was to be postponed till His 
return (Luke xix, 11, 12), but they had not 
received it. In chapter iii, 20, 21, the Spirit 
through Peter very plainly teaches that 
when Jesus comes again He will restore 
all things of which the prophets have 
spoken. 

8. “But ye shall receive power, after that 
the Holy Spirit is come upon you, and ye 
shall be witnesses unto ine unto the utter 
most part of the earth.’?’ The kingdom 
promised at Horeb upon condition of obe 
dience (Ex. xix, 5, 6; Deut. v, 2, 3) having 
been finally forfeited by Israel (Math, xxi, 
43) that other nation (1 Pet, ii, 9), the 
church gathered out of all nations, must 
now be completed by the preaching of the 
Gospel us a witness unto all nations, and 
then shall the end come (Math, xxiv, 14), 
The end of this age, and the beginning of 
the next, when Jesus will return to fulfill 
to Israel the unconditional promises which 
were made to Abraham and David, and 


then will He restore the kingdom the 
apostles sought, 
9 “And when He had spoken these 


things, while they beheld, He was taken 
up; and a cloud received Him out of their 
sight.” In the Gospel it is said (Luke 
xxiv, 51) that while He was bh ssing them 
He was parted from them and carried up 
into Heaven. 

10. “And while they looked steadfastly 
toward heaven as He went up, behold two 
men stood by them in white apparel,” 
Angels at’ His birth, at His death and at 
His ascension; angels with Him in the 
wilderness wad in the garden; angels that 
excel in strength, that do His commuand- 
ments, hearkening unto toe voice of His 
word (Ps, ciii, 20). Ministering spirits sent 
forth to minister for them who shall be 
heirs of salvation (Heb. i, 14). 

ll, “Which also said, this same Jesus, 
which is taken up from you into heaven 
shall so come in like manner as ye have 
seen Him go into heaven,’’ The prophet 
Zechariah tells us that He shall come to 
that same Olivet, and that in that day the 
mountain shall be cleft in two (Zech, xiv, 
4). That He will come for the deliverance 
of Jerusalem from the nations gathered 
against her, that He will bring His saints 
with Him, that He shall then be King 
over all the earth, that Jerusalem shall 
never be destroyed again, and that there 
shall be held an annual conference of all 
nations to worship the King, the Lord of 
hosts, See the whole of Zech. xiv. Hay 
ing first come to the air for His saints, He 
willthen bring them with Him to judge 
end to reign (1 Thess. iv, 16, 17; iii, 18; 1 
Vor, vi, 2; Rev. v, 9, 10), 

12. ‘Then returned they unto Jerusalem 
from the mount called Olivet, which is 
from Jerusalem a Sabbath day’s journey.” 
In Luke xxiv, 52, it is said that they re 
turned with great joy. Knowing that He 
would return to restore the kingdom, they 
now began toserve Him joyfully and ex- 
pect Him daily, ‘Thus it continued until 
the world and the church became allied in 
the days of Constantine, greatly to the 
church's disgrace and tailure, Only those 
who joytuly serve Him and daily expect 
Him are in full sympathy with Him (Heb, 
ix, 28.)

Employees of the Queen's Household. 

The lord steward has the whole di 
rection of the royal household below 
the stairs. The treasurer of the 
household, the comptroller of the 
household, the master of the horse 
and the master of the buckhounds 
have duties which their titles mark 
out, and they carry wands of office. 
The master of horses is the only one 
who can use the sovereign’s horses, 
carriages, pages or footmen. There 
are also attached to the royal person 
a captain of the yeoman of the guard, 
a private secretary, a keeper of the 
queen's private purse, master of cer- 
emonies, lords in waiting, gentlemen 
ushers of the private chamber, equer 
ries, pages of honor, ete. 

These last are dressed in antique 
costume, and attend at receptions 
and on state occasions. The groom 
of the robes and the young pages 
carry her majesty’s train on state oc- 
vasions. There are also maids of 
honor, mistress of the robes, ladies 
in waiting, ete. The maids of honor 
have the title of “honorable,” and 
when they marry receive a present 
of £1,000 from the queen.—Joel Ben 
ton’s London Letter.

TE ISSUE JOINED. 


Coy, Russell Vetoes A Stringent 
Temperance Bill. 


CHAIRMAN QUINCY AS A DEMO- 
CRATIC “BOSS.” 


The Prorogation of the Legislature 
Brief Gossip. 


(from Our Special Boston Correspondent,) 
No, XXII. 


The Prohibitionists of the Old Bay 
State shonld have been at the State House 
betwoen 10 and 11 p. m., Thursday night, 
June 16, 1892. They would have seon “a 
sight for gods and men,”’ ButI fear it 
would have had little effect on our good 
prohibitory friends. Thousands of them 
had voted for Governor Russell with the 
belfef that he would really favor temper- 
ance legislation. Now here was his 
chance. The Republicans of the House 
and Senate had brought to his desk, after 
a battle that had been most obstinately 
contested inch by inch in every possible 
way, © bill that was aimed directly at the 
tippling shop and barroom, The meas- 
ure had been most heartily endorsed by 
the Temperance Guard of the State as 
even more stringent and practical than 
the one it had recommended. Did the 
Governor hasten to make this bill a law 
by affixing to it his signature? Not at 
all. Hesent in a column veto on the 
ground that the bill was not in the In- 
terest of temperance. For hours before 
that Chairman Josiah Quincy of the Dem- 
ocratic State Central Committee, al- 
though not a registered legislative agent, 
had beon hurrying between House and 
Senate and the Governor’s roomin the 
vain endeavor to find some way to keep 
the bill from reaching His Excellency. 
Why? If the Governor fayors temper- 
ance legislation why did he not want to 
sign a bill that was proven to be for tem- 
perance, positively from the very simple 
and plain terms in which it was drawn, 
and nogatively by the fact that the reo- 
ognized liquor interests were fighting it 
tooth and nail? As well say that the 
Louisiana lottery company opposes a bill 
aimed at lotteries because it iseager for 
public morality. 

It would have been worthy the pencil 
of a Nast to have sketched the group 
your correspondent saw in the lobby be- 
tween the House and the Governor's 
room. There was Josiah Quincy, manual 
in hand, supported by Col. Roads, private 
secretary of Governor Russell, and Col, 
Coveney, ex-private secretary, and sur- 
rounded by a group of eager House Demo- 
crats receiving his orders as to how to 
conduct the ficht for the veto then going 
on in the House, The plan of the Demo- 
crate was to let the Republicans sustain 
the veto, themselves generally declining 
to vote, hoping that it would just fail of 
atwo-thirds vote overruling it, largely 
by Republican votes. But their plan did 
not work, The Republicans voted for the 
billand passed it over the veto. Then 
there was ascurrying to and fro of the 
Democrats of the Senate, whither the 
battle was now transferred. A _ hasty 
caucus was called, and it was decided 
that the Governor must be sustained. 
And he was, to the last man of his 
party! 

Now allthis is politics. Gov. Russell 
wasn’t “put ina hole,”’ wasn’t driven to 
cover, wasn’t ‘smoked out,” in any offen- 
sive use of the word. He was brought 
face to face with the issue, and compelled 
to decide for or against a straight tem- 
perance bill. He deliberately chose to 
ally himself with the liquor interests, 
No man in his senses would dare pretend 
that the men and influences working 
against that bill were actuated chiefly by 
temperance motives, The “Butler’’ bill, 
80 called because drawn by Senator But- 
ler of New Bedford, has made plain just 
where the Governor stands on the tem- 
perance question. No true friend of 
temperance can ever vote for him again 
in the interests of temperance. That

PLYMOUTH, June 20, 1892.—“‘I ama plil- 
grim” says many a one, as now the yaca- 
tion season is at hand, The chief ques- 
tion is, ‘Whither shall I make my pil- 
grimage ?”’ 

On all the bay-dotted coast of New 
England, the “brightest summer land’ 
of all seekers for health and rest, there is 
no better place for sucha pilgrimage than 
this home of the Pilgrims, the ideal Pil- 
grim land, 

Here is that wondrous Pilgrim Monu- 
ment, 


PILGRIM MONUMENT, 


facing the waters of Plymouth bay over 
which came the Pilgrims in the dreary 
December, 80 many years ago. Here is a 
land full of historical association, with 
interesting legend and tradition at every 
turn. And that, too, not of the stranger 
and the dweller neath foreign suns, but 
of our own ancestors, of our own family, 
of our own names, This colossal statue 
of ‘Faith’ that crowns this monument 
typifies the mighty and everlasting faith 
that animated them. The surrounding 
figures of ‘Freedom, Law, Education and 
Morality, personify those traits and prin- 
ciples on which these Pilgrim Fathers of 


ours builded better than they knew.” 

And not only is there this magnificent 
monument to see, which thousands upon 
thousands visit Plymouth each year to 
see, but there is a host of other places 
and objects worthy a visit and hours of 
careful study, There is no place in the 
country where is grouped within easy 
walking distance so much that will in- 
terest and instruct. At every corner 
there is memento and on every breeze a 
memory. 

It is not my purpose to enumerate in 
detail the many things here which would 
well repay your pilgrimage, This is not 
a catalogue of the relics here to be found 
nor a guide book to the many beautiful 
walks and drives in which this historic 
town abounds, All that can be found in 
“Old Plymouth. A Guide to its Locali- 
ties and Objects of Interest,’’ has 
just been revised to date by its pubiish- 
ers, Avery & Doten, who arealso the pub- 
lishers of that model of country news- 
papers the Old Colony Memorial. 

f you land at the wharf, having made 
adelightful trip from Boston on the 
staunch and commodious"Stamford,’’ you 
find yourself close beside the famous 
Plymouth Rock, underneath ite wenopy, 
and upon the exact spot, or, possibly, di- 
rectly above It, where it rested when the 
feet ofthe Pilgrims first pressed it in 
December, 1620 

Just across the street is Cole's hill 
where was made the first burial ground 
in which, during their first winter, the 
Pilgrims buried half their number, level- 
ing their graves and planting them with 
corn the following spring so that the In- 
dians might not know how great their 
loss. Just a little further along this 
street isa row of eight magnificent lin- 
dens, now over 100 years old, which were 
brought when only mere slips in a raisin 
box from far off Nova Scotia, From 
Cole's bill, looking off to the southeast, 
yon can see the gigantic outlines of a 
10r8e shaped by nature upon the distant 
sandy bluff, where it bas stood since the 
memory of man, 

A short distance further and you come 
to Leyden street, which was staked out 
on the 28th day of December, 1620. This 
street, named after that city in Holland 
whence they come, stiil is traversed dally 
by the descendants of those who were 
the first comers of that mighty host that 
has followed thein to the shores of Amor- 
ioa, finding it a land of peace and plenty 
instead of hunger, cold and starvation as 
it was for them,

Pilgrim Hall on Main atreet, is full of 
objects of interest of almost every de- 
scription, genuine relics and heiriooms of 
those troublous tlio when the nation 
was being founded, Mero is the famous 
Damascus blade of Capt, Myles Standish, 
bearing Arabic inscriptions that prove it 
to have been shaped two or three centu- 
ries at least, before the Christian era, 
Even when Capt. Standish wielded it, 
doubtless its history then wasa fittheme 
for song and story of deeds heroic done 
in the days of crusaders, The cradle of 
Peregrine White, the first child born in 
the colony; the gun with which King 
Philip was killed; the ftlrat charter to the 
Plymouth Colonists, the oldest state pa- 
per In the United States; these are only 
samples of the many curious antiquities 
to be seen in Pilgrim Hall,

It was 
foolish of me to do so, but I felt in- 
spired by some magical power to 
urge him back, but he declined to 
go, and all urging was of no avail; 
consequently his brother went to the 
rear without an escort. Shultz 
worked hard and fast loading and 
firing his musket. He loaded his 
musket about five times, when sud- 
denly he turned to me, holding his 
hand to his heart, muttering, ‘‘Joe, 
I must die.” He fell to the ground 
and was dead.—New York Recorder.

THE HOLY SPIRIT 


LESSON Il, THIRD QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, JULY 10. 


Text of the Lesson, Acts Il, 1-12—Memory 
Verses, 1-4—Golden Text, John xvi, 13, 
Commentary by the Rev. DD, M. 
Stearns. 


1, “And when the day of Pentecost was 
fully come, they were all with one accord 
to one place.” Since He left them ten days 
before they continued steadfastly in prayer 
(i, 14 R. V.) and expectation, Fifty days 
after the sheaf of first fruits was presented 
in connection with the feast of the puss 
over, it was the custom to offer a new meat 
offering (Lev, xxiii, 15, 16). Three times 
a year all the men in Israel had to appear 
before God in Jerusalem; at passover, the 
feast of weeks or Pentecost, and the feast 
of ingathering or tabernacles (Ex. xxiii, 
14-17). The first typified the death and 
resurrection of Christ, the second the de- 
seent of the Spirit, as in today’s lesson, 
while the third still awaits its complete 
fulfillment. See Zech, xiv, 16-21, 

2. “And suddenly there came from heav- 
en a sound as of the rushing of a mighty 
wind, and it filled all the house where they 
were sitting.” Whilethey waited patient- 
ly and expectantly day by day, it is not un- 
likely that in view of the foregoing facts 
they thought this might be the day of the 
promise; yet it was sudden when it came, 
It does not say that there was a wind, but 
a sound likea mighty wind. See the Spirit 
typified by wind in Ezek, xxvii, 9, 

3. “And there appeared unto them cloven 
tongues like as of fire, and it sat upon each 
of them.’’ There may be a reference to 
this appearance of fire in Math, fii, 11, but 
the fire of verse 12 is certainly yet future 
and probably also the full meaning of 
verse 11, When the Spirit came upon Jesus 
at this baptism, there was no fire, for in 
Him there was no dross to consume, no 
purifying necessary, 

4. “And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost nnd began to speak with other 
tongues, as the Spirit gave them utter- 
ance.” As at Babel God instantly caused 
people of one language to speak many lin- 
guages, to their confusion and dismay, so 
here for their benefit and His glory He 
does similarly. See in iv, 81, how they 
were again filled, and observe that when 
filled they spake the word of God with 
boldness. Jesus had told them in the days 
of His humiliation that the Spirit would 
speak through them (Math. x, 20), but they 
had never seen it on this fashion, 

5. “And there were dwelling at Jerusa- 
lem Jews, devout men, out of every na- 
tion under heaven,”’” God had in His prov- 
idence so brought itabout that they might 
be witnesses of this event and in due time 
help make it known in all the world, Itis 
His purpose in this dispensation to gather 
out of all nations a people for His name 
(Acts xv, 14; Rey. v, 9, 10), but in the next 
age, the millennial, He will through the 
Jews fill the whole earth with His glory 
(Isa, xxvii, 6; Rom, xi, 15), but it will be 
by the same Holy Spirit and in the name 
and power of the same Jesus. 

6. ‘Now when this was noised abroad, 
the multitude came together and were 
confounded, because that every man heard 
them speak in his own language.” The 
R. V. says, ‘When this sound was heard.” 
The apostles did not need to send for the 
crowd; they came. The churches find it 
hard to get the people to come to hear 
what they call the Gospel. If there was 
yiore of the Gospel that the Holy Spirit 
teaches and uttered in the power of the 
Spirit, it is probable that more would come 
to hear, Yet the gathered out ones of this 
age who are to rule with Christ are com- 
puratively a little flock, When the Spirit 
shall be poured upon Israel and the glory 
of the Lord rise upon her, then shall na- 
tions come to her sight and kings to the 
brightness of her rising (Isa. lix, 19, to 
Ix, 3). See also the remarkable prophecy 
of Zech, vill, 28 

7. “And they were all amazed and mar- 
veled, saying one to another, Behold, are 
not all these which speak Galileans?”’ 
They were amazed that such a wondrous 
thing should be seen in people from de- 
spised Galilee; compare the saying of 
Nathaniel in John i, 46. They did not re 
member Isa, ix, 1 (see R. V.), nor know 
that God's way is to choose the foolish and 
weak and base things in men’s eyes, and 
even things that are not to bring to nought 
things that are, that no flesh should glory 
in His presence (I Cor, i, 27-29). They did 
not know Him whose name is wonderful 
(Isa. ix, 6), who bad been actually among 
them but had been crucified by them only 
a few weeks before. 

8. “And how hear we every man in our 
own tongue, wherein we were born?” The 
Holy Spirit is perfect in knowledge (Job 
xxxvi, 4), all languages are familiar to him. 
It was not the men who spoke by their own 
ability, but the Holy Spirit in them, who 
cun talk every language with equal ease, 
spoke through one one language, and 
through another another. When Moses 
complained that he was slow of speech God 
asked him who made man’s mouth, and 
then said “I will be with thy mouth and 
teach thee what thou shalt say.’’? See Ex. 
iv, 10-12, also Jer. i, 7. 

¥-1l. ‘Parthians and Medes and Elam- 
ites, and the dwellers in Mesopotamia, 
Cretes and Arabians, we do hear them 
#peak in our tongues the wonderful works 
of God.” I often wonder how much of the 
Spirit's power we might know if our 
tongues were wholly given todeclaring the 
wonderful works of God, In the millennium 
Israel shall sing this song: “Praise the 
Lord, proclaim His name, declare His do- 
ings among the people, make mention that 
His name is exulted, Sing unto the Lord, 
for He hath done excellent things. ‘This is 
known in all the carth’’ (Isa. xii, 4-5). 
Why not antedate that day and let many 
willing hearts determine to speak and sing 
henceforth ‘always, only of our King.” 
Then shall we know the Spirit’s power as 
never before. 

12, “And they were all amazed, and were 
in doubt, saying one to another, What 
meaneth this?’ ‘The natural man re- 
ceiveth not thy things of the Spirit of God, 
for they are foolishness unto him (I Cor, ii, 
14), so Some mockingly said that these men 
were drunken; but Peter called their at 
tention to the words of one of their 
prophets with which they ought to have 
been familiar, and adding some other 
quotations from the law and the Psalms, 
He preached unto them Jesus and the 
resurrection, With what result we shall 
see in our next lesson, Meantime lay it to 
heart that if it is wrong to be drunken 
with wine, it is also wrong not to be filled 
with the Spirit, See Eph, v, 18, and re- 
member the promise in Luke xi, 18.

The agie as a Symbol, 

In Europe there are still the eagles 
of Austria, Russia and Germany, be- 
sides others pertaining to minor prin- 
cipalities. An able writer remarks 
that ‘‘owing to the restoration of the 
western empire during the rule of 
the Byzantine Cresars the world has 
never since the:time of Augustus 
been without one or two emperors 
of the Romans. The present Aus- 
trian emperor, though holding scarce- 
ly a province of Adrian’s, is the 
tlirect successor of Charlemange, 
who was crowned in Rome, emperor 
of the Romans, the sixty-ninth from 
Augustus.” The czar of Russia bears 
the double headed eagle, which was 
assumed by the Grand Duke Ivan 
Basilovitz, who in 1472 married So- 
phia, daughter of Thomas Paleolo- 
gus and niece of the last emperor of 
Byzantium, Constantine XIV. 

The German emperor reigns over 
some Roman provinces and bears a 
single headed eagle with the crown 
of Charlemange. The single headed 
eagle, assumed with the imperial 
title by the first Napoleon Bona- 
parte, sets forth the union of the 
whole Roman empire as the tradi- 
tional aim of his family. All this 
strikingly harmonizes with the ad- 
mitted fact of the continuance to the 
present time, though in a divided 
state, of the Roman empire, and sug- 
gests thoughts as to what may be 
the ultimate meaning of the words, 
“‘Wheresoever the body is, thither 
will the eagles be gathered together.” 
—Westminster Review. 


Real Musk, 

Musk—that is, the genuine grain 
from the musk deer—is now worth 
its weight in gold, so rare has it be- 
come, the wild eyed little animal 
from which it is obtained having 
been very nearly exterminated from 
its Asiatic haunts. A full grown 
musk deer will yield about an ounce 
of the grains, which are found in a 
sac in the skin of itsabdomen. The 
grains are no larger than a pea, and 
some of them are as small as a pin’s 
head. The musk is sold in the mar- 
ket in the pods or sacs in which it is 
found, but is frequently adulterated. 
So many of the deer have been killed 
before reaching maturity that the 
average musk bag imported, either 
Chinese or Russian, will not exceed 
half an ounce in weight. 

The adulteration of musk is made 
possible by the use of a seed known 
as the musk seed, It grows in India. 
The Chinese musk is prized the most 
but is more open to suspicion than 
the Russian, which is seldom found 
with the sac broken. There are 
many artificial musks, and our com- 
mon muskrat yields a pod that is the 
only near approach to the genuine 
imported musk.—Interview in New 
York Evening Sun.

DEFEAT AWAITS HIM. 


Republicans Not At All Afraid 
of Cleveland, 


CONFIDENT OF AS MANY STATES 
AS IN 1888, 


Criticism of Gov. Russell--General 
Gossip. 
(From Our Special Boston Correspondent,)

Cleveland and Stevenson! The Repub- 
licans do not believe that it is avery hard 
ticket to beat. They have already beaten 
Cleveland once and are ready to do it the 
second time. There is no reason, appar- 
ently, why President Harrison should 
not carry every state he did in 1888, in- 
cluding New York. The “fight to the 
finish’? between Hill and Cleveland in 
that state is by no means over. The 
Democratic lenders in that state have not 
stood by Hill so far, in the face of all 
pressure possible, without a good reason. 
They prefer to cast their lot with him 
even in temporary defeat rather than to 
join forces with Cleveland in his hour of 
apparent triumph. A Cleveland victory 
at the polls in November means the 
permanent eclipse and passing into ob- 
acurity of David B. Hill. But the defeat 
of Cleveland would be conclusive proof 
that in 1896, Hill must be the nominee, 
the man who has proven capable of win- 
ning the greatest majorities of the ticket 
on the simple platform, “I am a Demo- 
crat.’’ 

Tho indications therefore are that Sen- 
ator Hill’s influencein New York State 
will not be usedin favor of Mr. Cleve- 
land, at least, and such a lack will 
| doubtless cause his defeat. And more 

than this, the New York delegation at 
Chicago cast its solid strength against 
(iray of Indiana, her “favorite son,” and 
Cleveland’s choice, for vice president. It 
is generally reported that it was agreed 
by the Cleveland managers that, in re- 
turn forthe vote of Indiana for their 
idol, which alone made hia choice possi- 
ble, they were to give the second place on 
the ticket to Gray. The failure to do go 
will cause bad feeling among the Hoosier 
Democrats, and make it all the easier to 
carry Indiana for Harrison; 

But this is not all there is to encourage 
the Republicans. The Democrats havo 
not only putin thelr platform a “free 
trade plank, against the advice and des- 
perate endeavors of their shrewdest 
leaders, but they also demanded the im- 
mediate and absolute repeal ofthe Mc-

Farmers see the land of Virginia, which 
has few factories, selling on the average 
at about $11 an acre, while the poorer 
land of Pennsylvania brings $49 an acre. 

In Mississippi, devoted exclusively to 
agriculture, land sells for less than six 
dollars an acre, but brings $42 in sterile, 
but manufacturing Massachusetts. 

'The average in Georgia, where mills are 


almost unknown, is between $4 and $5 
per acre; but in New Jersey, with all its 
swamps and clay beds, the average value 
of land is $65.

Why wu Bolled Lobster Is Red. 

In all crustaceans, as, indeed, in 
almost everything in nature, there 
is a certain per cent. of iron. Upon 
boiling, the lobster is oxidized; the 
effect is largely due also to the per- 
centage of muriatic acid which exists 
naturally in the shell. The chemi- 
cal change which takes place here is 
almost similar to that which occurs 
in the burning of a brick. In boil- 
ing a lobster its coat ceases to be a 
living substance, and to a certain ex- 
tent it takes a new character. 

It is as a brick would be after burn- 
ing. This effect can also be produced 
by the sun, but necessarily not s0 
rapidly, as the heat of that luminary, 
although more intense, is not con- 
centrated sufficiently to produce the 
result. The sun also exercises a 
bleaching influence which consumes 
the oxide almost as fast as it is 
formed, leaving the shell white, cr 
nearly pure lime, —Gloucester Times,

A REMINISCENCE OF WILD BILL. 


His Feat in Killing Two Men Who Hud 
Pistols Leveled at Him, 


Among the prominent citizens of 
Hayes City in the last days of Kan- 
sas railroad building was ‘*Wild Bill” 
(William Hickok), who had been a 
serviceable scout in the Union army 
along the Arkansas border during 
the war. Bfl came to Hayes City 
with the prestige of having killed 
nine men, unassisted, who had cor- 
talled him during the war intent 
upon his death. He, too, had fol- 
lowed “the K. P.” railroad along 
every inch of its construction from 
Manhattan. His personal appearance 
and the complexion of his white han- 
dled revolvers had become quite fa- 
miliar all along the road, and espe 
cially at Abilene, during its days as 
the terminus of the Texas cattle 
drive, where, as city marshal, there 
was never a cowboy who got ‘‘the 
drop” on Bill. 

Wild Bill in those days was ‘the 
Slade” of western Kansas, the man 
who Mark Twain says in ‘Roughing 
It” was respected in Nevada for hay- 
ing ‘killed his man.” In physique, 
as the writer remembers him, he was 
as perfect a specimen of manhood as 
ever walked in moccasins or wore a 
pair of cavalry boots, and Bill was a 
dandy at times in attire—a regular 
froutier dude, He stood about 6 feet 
2 inches tall, had a lithe waist and 
loins, broad shoulders, small feet, 
bony and supple hands, with taper 
ing fingers, quick to feel the cards or 
pull the trigger of a revolver. His 
hair was auburn in hue, of the tint 
brightened but not reddened by the 
sunlight. He had a clean, clear cut 
face, clean shaven, except a thin 
drooping, sandy brown mustache, 
which he wore and twirled with no 
success, even in getting an upward 
twist at either end. Brown haired 
as he was, he had clear gray eyes. 
He had a splendid countenance, 
amiable in look, but firm withal. His 
luxuriant growth of hair fell in ring’ 
lets over his shoulders, There was 
nothing in his appearance to betoken 
the dead shot and frequent murderer 
—except his tread. He walked like 
a tiger, and aroused, he was as fero 
cious and pitiless as one, 

Bill’s means of livelihood at the 
time he was in Hayes City went un 
questioned, and there is no reason 
for agitating the subject at this late 
day. As ‘a killer,” however, Bill 
put himself on record very shortly 
after coming to Hayes City. His 
first exploit was a double shot, a 
right and left fusillade. The writer 
witnessed the affair. 

Two men came out of Tom Drum’s 
saloon, and walked toward the newly 
built depot, surrounded by a raised 
platform, Each man had a pistol 
drawn, when suddenly from a group 
of four or five “crack! crack!" went 
two pistol shots and Wild Bill stood 
on the edge of the platform with a 
smoking bone handled revolver in 
each hand, and the two men who had 
been approaching the platform were 
seen to totter, stumble forward and 
fall, Death was instantaneous in each 
case, us if Jove had hurled a bolt at 
the men. A row over cards the 
night before caused the double death 
and a double funeral as soon as the 
corpses could be prepared tor inter 
ment.—8t. Louis Republic,

MORE LIGHT WANTED. 

For an alleged violation of the econ- 
ditions of his bond the Board of Alder- 
nen recently took steps towards revok- 
hes the license of a certain saloon- 

keeper in this city. The matter hung 
along and finally City Solicitor Adams 
wis applied to for the law in the case. 
In due time he responded by submit- 
ting to the Board the various statutes 
applicable to the matter, and wound up 
by saying that the question of the 
guilt or innocence of the necused was 
one of fact for the Aldermen to deter- 
mine. 

On Thursday evening, July 7, the 
Aldermen voted, with a single dissent- 
ing voice (Brown of Ward 1), to let 
the matter drop, wud the saloonist went 
scott free, 

It was a singular proceeding to say 
the least. At a prior session the Board 
did not know whut to do with the case, 
us was demonstrated by their appeal to 
the City Solicitor for help, ‘The opin 
ion of that official shed no new light on 
it. When they met on the evening of 
July 7, without further discussion, with 
exactly the same amount of evidence 
before them as formerly, the Bourd ac- 
quitted the man almost unanimously ! 

From what had been heard the pre- 
vailing opinion outside the Bourd was 
that there were good grounds for the 
proceedings against this person, ‘To 
be sure the opinion was based on here- 
say, but the Aldermen must have had 
something more substantial to predicate 
their action on else no steps would have 
been taken towards revoking the license. 

Now, the quere naturally arises in 
the public mind, why was this liquor 
seller let off? What influence was 
brought to bear on the Aldermen to in- 
duce them to take the action they 
finally did? Krom nothing immediately 
preceeding the vote on the question was 
it possible for the public to obtain any 
light. Evidently the opinion of the 
City Solicitor had no weight in reach- 
ing the conclusion to let the man off, 
When, then, and by what means was 
this conclusion reached ? 

The people, especially the friends of 
temperance, desire more light on this 
subject, 


THE HOMESTEAD WAR. 


The State troops seut by the Gov- 
ervor of Pennsylvania arrived at Home- 
stead at 9 o’clock on Tuesday morning 
and at once took possession of the Car- 
negie Works. They met with no op- 


position from the strikers, thousands of 


whom witnessed the arrival and the 
arrangements made by the soldiers to 
protect the property of the Company. 
Possibly there will be no further trouble 
at Homestead, but if the proprietors 
insist on filling their Works with non- 
union men a renewal of hostilities is 
seriously apprehended. It is us good 
as settled that no more Pinkerton men 
will be sent to the scene of conflict, 
which is a victory for the strickers and 
humanity. ‘The employment of them 
was a grave mistake if not « crime and 
the clamor Against it has been so hot 


all over the country that no more of 


them will probably be seen near the 
Carnegie Works. Piukerton and_ his 
men ought to be legally debarred from 
operating in every State in the Union. 

The strikers were wrong as well as 
the Company. ‘They have no legal or 
moral right to attempt to dictate to the 
owners terms on which they would be 
permitted to carry on business, Much 
less had they a right to take forcible 
possession of the Works and commit 
murder in trying to retain it. ‘They 
were ip the wrong there, and the sooner 
they and the laboring classes of the 
country learn that employers have 
rights which they ought to respect the 
better it will be for all concerned. 

The affair at Homestead was a de- 
plorable one and the end may not yet 
have been reached. If the Curnegie 
Company persist in ignoring their for- 
mer help and employing non-union 
workmen the war may be resumed, It 
is to be hoped not. But this much is 
true, it is purely a labor trouble in 
which the McKinley bill cuts no sort of 
a figure, the Democratic whoop to the 
eontrary notwithstanding.

AS TO VENTILATION, &c. 
A Statute required the city to provide a 
system which should fullfil certain specified 
conditions of ventilation and should be 
approved by the State Agent; and the 
Smead Warming and Ventilating Company 
was to the Committee the most satisfactory 


of those which seemed in any way likely to } 


come up to the Statute requirements. Ac. 
cordingly a contract was made with the 
Smead Company by which the company 
agreed to ‘furnish and place in position 
..... the Improved Smead 
and Ventilating Apparatus” complete; and 
the city agreed to pay therefor the sum of 
$1475 and further to ‘follow the plans, 
specifications and instructions given by [the 
company] concerning the construction of 
said building for the warming and ventilat- 
ing and for using the apparatus” and to ‘do 
all mason and carpenter work necessary to 
setup the said apparatus and construct the 
building for the Smead System."

THE FIRST CHURCH. 


LESSON Ill, THIRD QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, JULY 17, 


Text of the Lesson, Acts UH, 37-47. 
Memory Verses, 37-30—Golden Text, 
Acts tl, 47—Commentary by the Rev. 
D, M. Stearns. 


37. “Now when they heard this they 
were pricked in their heart, and said unto 
Peter and the rest of the apostles, Men 
and brethren, what shall we do? When 
the people accused the Spirit-filled apostles 
with being drunken, Peter arose, and from 
Joo) 11, 28-82; Ps. xvi, 811; 1 Sam. vii, 12, 13, 
and other Scriptures, prenched unto them 
Jesus and the resurrection in such power 
that the results were as described in this 
lesson, Jesus had said that the Spirit would 
reprove or convince of sin, righteousness 
xvi, 8-11), and al 
ready on the first day of His coming be 
hold how mightily He works (Gal. ii, 8). 
But observe that He wrought conviction 
by the word spoken by the prophets, and 
as Jesus crucified and risen was thereip 
presented to the people, 

38. “Then Peter said unto them, Repent 
and be baptized every one of you in the 
name of Jesus Christ, for the remission of 
sins, and ye shall receive the gift of the 
Holy Ghost.” They had thought Jesus to 
be a deceiver and impostor; Peter proved 
that by the miracles and wonders which 
God did by Him and by raising Him from 
the dead God had testified that He was in- 
deed Israel's Lord and Christ of whom all 
the prophets had spoken, The one thing 
therefore for the people now todo was to 
change their minds about Jesus of Naza- 
reth, accept Him as their Messiah, confess 
the same by baptism and thus be forgiven 
and receive the Spirit that they too might 
become witnesses unto Him. 

39, “For the promise is unto you, and to 
your children and to all that are afar off, 
even as many asthe Lord our God shall 
call.” Peter again referred to the promise 
in Joel ii, 28, which he had already quoted 
(verse 17), and probably to such promises 
as Isa, xliv, 3, “Ll will pour my Spirit upon 
thy seed and my blessing upon thine off. 
spring.’’? See also Isa, 1, 21, Thatit is the 
pleasure of God to bless und save whole 
households is evident from the stories of 
Noah, Abram, Lot and Rahab (Gen, vii, 1; 
xviii, 19; xix, 12; Joshua ii, 18), and also 
from such instances as thatin Acts xvi, HH. 

40, “And with many other words did He 
testify and exhort, saying, Save yourselves 
from this untoward generation.”” Not in 
His own words, but in the words of the 
Icly Spirit He must have continued to 
speak unto them, for being filled with the 
Spirit the Spirit would speak tlirough Him 
according to Math, x, 20. We can easily 
imagine him using such encouragements 
as Isa. i, 18; xliii, 25; lv, 3,4; Ezek. xxxvi, 
26, und many others, 

41. “Then they that gladly received his 
word were baptized, and the same day 
there were ndded unto them about three 
thousand souls.”’ Itis not enough to hear or 
know about Jesus; we must hear and then 
believe or receive his word (i. e., Himself. 
John v, 24; vi, 63). Believing means re- 
ceiving (Jolin i, 12), and if we do not re 
ceive Him we cannot be said to believe 
Him, Itis having or not having Him that 
decides whether we have life or not (1 John 
v, 12). There is nothing saving either in 
baptism or the communion, but being 
saved by receiving Him then we confess 
our death, burial and resurrection with 
Him by the rite of baptism, and rejoice in 
the communion to show forth His death 
“till He come.” 

42. “And they continued steadfastly in 
the apostles’ doctrine and fellowship, and 
in breaking of bread and in prayers.” 
These were the outward evidences of the 
sincerity of their faith in Christ. Through 
the apostles they were further instructed 
and thus built up and established, and 
continuing in prayer, and commemorating 
from time to time His death, they rejoiced 
in Jesus as their Saviour and King, and 
daily expected His return to restore to 
Israel the kingdom (iii, 21). 

43. “And fear came upon every soul, and 
many wonders and signs were done by the 
apostles.” As itis written in Mark xvi, 
20, “They went forth and preached every- 
where, the Lord working with them and 
confirming the word with signs following.” 
The signs ure mentioned in Mark xvi, 15-18, 
and I do not know why such signs should 
not be seen to this day, for it {is nowhere 
said that these signs should continue until 
acertain time and then cease. We want 
more whole hearted loyalty to Christ nud 
utter abandonment to Him, that so He by 
His same Spirit may still work in us to His 
glory. 

44. “And all that believed were together 
and had all things common,’’ They were 
now children of one Father, brothers and 
sisters in one great household of faith; 
they had a whole heart for Him who had 
given Himself for them, so having received 
the Holy Spirit they counted nothing 
their own any more, but rejoiced in minis- 
tering to albof their substance as each had 
need, See chapter iv, 82, 34. 

45. “And sold their possessions and 
goods and parted them toall men, as every 
man had need.’”” Thus they set their af 
fections on things above and laid up treas 
ure in heaven, walking in the footsteps of 
Him who though Ie was rich became poor 
for us that we through His poverty might 
become rich (Col, iii, 2; Math. vi, 20; II 
Cor. viii, 9). 

46. “And they continuing daily with one 
accord inthe temple, and breakisig bread 
from house to house, did eat their meat 
with gladness and singleness of heart.” 
‘There was no self seeking and no boasting 
in man, They knew no name but Jesus, 
and were completely carried captive by 
Him. They had not ministered to Hii 
when He was amony them in the flesh, but 
they did most earnestly minister to Him 
now in the personsof their fellow believers, 

47. “Praising God, and having favor with 
all the people, And the Lord added to the 
church daily such as should be saved,” 
Such lives agid testimony in the power ot 
the Holy Spirit would be the most power 
ful preaching even in our day, but where 
is it seen? Instead of pouring ourselves 
out for others, is it not largely each one’s 
own interest and welfare that seems to be 
uppermost? ‘There was no strife in those 
days as to which so called church would 
get the new members, for there was but 
one church, of which Jesus Christ was the 
one head, It isso still before God, but it 
seems impossible for some to see it. The 
Lord open our eyes,

The New Issue “Talked Up” 
For the South, 


THE REAL ISSUE PROTECTION 
VS FREE TRADE. 


Difference in the Platforms And the 
Candidates. 


(From Our Special Boston Correspondent,) 
No. XIX. 


The issue of the coming campaign here 
at the North and inthe West is that 
of protection against free trade, The 
Democratic convention at Chicago re- 
fused to ‘straddle’ on this great ques- 
tion any longer; and, under the lead of 
Henry Watterson, the famous worshiper 
of'The Star-eyed Goddess of Reform,’came 
out fully for free trede. This was done 
by over 200 majority, after the unavailing 
protest of the shrewder leaders from the 
great industrial centers who knew thelr 
constituents have no desire to be thrown 
into any closer competition with foreign 
cheap labor, The silver question will not 
really be a very prominent factor in the 
campaign. The voters know well enough 
that no Injurious legislation will be 
passed with the Republicans in power, 
while as much cannot be said of the 
Democrats even though Cleveland should 
be in the White House, 

But the Democrats have two issues, as 
against one for the R»spublicans. They 
have a special one gotten up to scare the 
South. What with the growing manu- 
facturing Interests in the South, and the 
rise of the Farmers’ Alliance, there was 
really a good prospect that the “Solid 
South’? would be much less solid than 
usual, Then Editor Dana of the New 
York Sun, after his favorite, Hill, had 
been “turned down” at Chicago, brought 
out a new scarecrow to frighten the 
South. He pictured the horrors of negro 
domination in case the Republicans 
should be successful, anda new ‘federal 
elections” bill be brought forward. 
Although sucha bill could apply only 
to congressional elections, and would 
merely secure, or try to, to the Southern 
Republicans, the same right to have his 
vote for congressman counted that his 
northern brother is supposed to enjoy, 
yet, even this measure of justice must be 
refused; and Republican majorities must 
give in all their rights to Democratic 
minorities. That is to be the watchword 
and battle cry in the South; and as only 
white Democrats are put on guard, it is 
safe to assume that the return!ng boards 
will be found to have done their duty 
“with neatness and despatch.” 

But the greater battle is to be fought 
outinthe more populous states of the 
North, This isto bea campaign of ed- 
ucation, and the American workman is 
going totake lessons from those good 
old teachers, Experience and Truth. But 
he is not going to get much reliable in- 
struction from the Democratic and Mug- 
wump press, They are going to try their 
best to deceive him. But if the thinking 
voter will only carefully consider the 
actual facts, the issue will be as certain 
from the beginning as at theend. The 
history of our country is continuous and 
strongest proof that if America isto be 
kept and developed for Americans it 
must have protection against the mil- 
lions of workmen in foreign countries 
who liveand moveanc. havetheir being 
on a lower moral and mental level. 

By the way, right herecomeg in a little 
comparison that is quite enlightening, 
The Democratic platform of Chicago de- 
clares ‘that the Federal Clovernment has 
no constitutional power to enforce and 
collect tariff duties except forthe pur- 
pose of revenue only.’’ Wise men, those 
Democrats; brave men, too! Though the 
winds blew and the floods came and the 
old “wigwam’’ rocked and leaked as 
though the ship of state therein con- 
tained was about to founder, yet they 
dared show how much more they knew 
than the framers themselves of the 
United States constitution! The first 
national congress continued many men 
who helped frame the constitution; and 
almost the first act they passed declared 
that, 


It is necessary for the support of Goy- 
ernment, for the discharge ofthe debts 
of the United States, and the encourage- 
ment and protection of manufactures 
that duties be laid on goods, wares and 
merchandise imported, ete. 


These Chicago Democrats did not know 
much about the views of the framers of 
the constitution, A good share of them 
came from that section of the country 
which was cursed so long with that 
“relic of barbar.»sm,’’ slavery, and they 
were more familiar with “the last cause” 
than with the glorious cause of civiliza- 
tion in the nineteenth century. They 
knew more of the Confederate States of 
America than of that of the United States 
of America; and the former containg this 
clause whic. is sound Democratic doc- 
trine today, although the country has 
most positively repudiated it once, and 
willdoso again as soon as opportunity 
offers: 

“The Confederate Congress shall have 
power to lay and collect taxes, duties 
and excises for revenue only, necessary 
to pay the debts, provide for the com- 
mon defence and carry on the govern- 
ment of the Confederate States; but no 
bounties shall be granted from the Treas- 
ury; nor shall any duties or taxes on im- 
portations from foreign nations be laid 
to promote or toster any branch of indus- 
try.” 

That is, you should not tax a foreigner 
to save yourself from ruin. How do our 
Yankee voters like that doctrine? 

It ignevident that the campaign is to 
be conducted on principles as issues, in- 
stead of personalities; and the Republi- 
cans have every reason to be satisfied 
with the outlook, The administration 
of President Harrison is its own vindica- 
tion and endorsement. Cleveland's record 
is before the public. On it he will be 
judged. Compare the two and decide,

HOW IT WORKED ONCE, 


Intelligent American Workmen Want No 
More Such Experience. 
(From American Economist.) 


In 1846, under Democratic auspices, we 
reduced the tariff taxes, and new life was 
given to every honest industry, a fresh 
vigor was injected into trade, and a 
blessed prosperity, like a rich, warm gar- 
ment, thrown over the shoulders of shiv.

every 583 persons, It was fitting, too, 
in such a “blessed era’? that charity 
soup houses for the relief of the poor 
should be opened in every ward in ew 
York City, as was done in 1854-5, and 
that the Governor of South Carolina, the 
banner free trade State, should have 
issued a proclamation calling upon chari- 
table people all over the world for aid for 
the starving thousands of the South. 
Save us from another such ‘‘blessed era!”’ 


OUR INCREASING TRADE. 
The McKinley Bi ‘Helps Business and 
Duties Are Less Than Evor, 


(From Home Market Bulletin.) 


Our imports and exports of merchan- 
dise for the year ending April 30, were 
$1,843,604,0i4 and it is possible that the 
two-billion mark may be reached the end 
of the fiscal year. 

The gain over last year was §$119,178,767. 

As our exports exceeded our imports, 
the balance of trade in our favor for that 
period was $179,406,514. Tois is greater by 
more than 145 millions than it was the 
year before. 

The imports that came in free of duty 
were, in round numbers, 457 millions, and 
those which paid duty were only 375 
millions, 

This was much tho jargest percentage 
of freeimports in the history of the gov- 
ernment, 

Those in 1824 were leas than 6 per cent; 
they were 15 percent in 1833; 27 in 1842; 
12 in 1846—the revenue tariff year; 18in 
1857; 30 from 1873 to 1883, and 39 In 1899. 

The percentage of duties to all the im- 
ports was a fraction below 20, which 
shows tbat the present tariff is one of 
the lowest in our history. 

How these figures do overthrow the 
Democratic pr. dictions that the McKin- 
ley tariff would ruin our foreign trade. 

But best of all is the fact that the gain 
in commerce has not been at the cost of 
home industry, Instead of importing 
more goods to displacethe products of 
American labor, we have imported less 
and have brought in at lower cost those 
commodities which we do not produce in 
sufficiency,

The largest of these tubes known 
is about three feet in diameter, but 
commonly they are less than an inch 
in thickness. They have b.en known 
to penetrate sand for a distance of 
thirty feet. Though lightning occa- 
sionally penetrates rock it never goes 
into it for more than an inch or two, 
and more often vitrities its surface 
without striking in. A good many 
fulgurites have been found in Mexi- 
co, but the largest and most remark- 
able are found on the mountain 
called Little Ararat, in Armenia, for 
which the lightning seems to have a 
particular affection. —Minerals. 


Wear Proper Kyeglansses. 

The philosophy of wearing glasses 
to improve our vision is that the eye 
is an optical instrument which, when 
perfect, is adapted for seeing both 
far and near objects without any con- 
scious effort. But the number of 
perfect eyes is small compared with 
those that are imperfect. 

Most eyes ure either too long or too 
short, so that the rays of light are 
not focused distinctly upon the retina 
without an effort of the muscles of 
accommodation to do so, and that 
effort causes strain. 

An eye that is too short is called 
hypermetropic, or farsighted. One 
that is too long is called myopic, or 
nearsighted. It is by the means of 
glasses that these defects are collect- 
ed and objects brought to a focus 
upon the retina without the strain 
which otherwise takes place. 

People frequently have no con- 
cious defect in vision. They see all 
right. Still they have burning of 
the eyes, and sometimes sties or 
inflamed lids, caused by the uncon 
scious effort to accommodate their 
vision for near or far objects. 

Many headaches are also caused by 
defective vision. These casescan all 
be cured by wearing the proper 
glasses.—M. L. Lines in Jenness Mil- 
ler Illustrated.

Bay Rum. 

Bay rum is manufactured in Do- 
minica from the dried leaves of Pi- 
mento acris. Bay rum is procured 
by distillation, and this in a very 
simple manner. The leaves are 
picked from the trees and then dried; 
in this state they are placed in the 
retort, which is then filled with wa- 
ter and the process of distillation is 
carried on. The vapor is then con- 
densed in the usual way and forms 
what is known as ‘bay oil,” a very 
small quantity of which is required 
for each puncheon of rum. The 
manufacture of bay rum is carried 
on at the northern end of Dominica, 
and proves a very lucrative business 
to those engaged in it, as the plants 
are plentiful in this district.—Gar- 
den and Dorest.

WN HIBIT. 


Mr. Albert A. Pope of Boston has 
caused to be presented to Congress a 
memorial in behalf of a Comprehen- 
sive Exhibit of Roads, their Construce- 
tion und Maintenance, at the World’s 
Columbian Exposition,” which has re- 
ceived the cordial endorsement of Presi- 
dent Harrison, Members of the Cabi- 
net, influential Congressmen, and 
nearly all the leading newspapers in the 
land.

THEY HAVE DONE WELL. 


The City Assessors have finished 
their work for the present year and 
made a report which ought to be in the 
highest degree satisfactory to the tax- 
payers. 

The rate of taxation is the same as 
Jast year, $15.70 on $1,000. 

When it is taken into account that 
the eity is called on for nearly $8,000 
more money this year than last the 
excellent work of the Assessors will 
be better appreciated and still more 
credit given them. 

The additional draughts on the City 
Treasury this year for which the Asses- 
sors had to provide consist in an ap- 
propriation of $5,000 for the 250th 
anniversary celebration; about $800 on 
sewerage account; and nearly $2,000 
increased State and County tax, besides 
a few other extras, which bring the 
aggregate to $8,000, and from which 
an increase of the rate of taxation 
would naturally be expected, 

These additional draughts have been 
met by the Assessors and the rate kept 
at last year’s very reasonable figure 
without any perceptuble effect on 
property owners or straining on the 
part of the officials. 

‘Tax-payers will no doubt feel well 
pleased with the work of the Assessors 
this year.

Jn another place in the sume 
report the Journal says: ‘The im- 
mediate cause of the failure is said to 
be dune to the recent arrangement in the 
leather trade to suspend operations for 
60 days, but the constant low prices 
which have prevailed in the finished 
leather trade for the past two years, 
and the great competition in the busi- 
nees, would probably have resulted in 
an assignment shortly, anyway.” ‘That 
too is bosh. Duncan was one of the 
first and fiercest for a shutdown or 
considerable curtailment of product, 
but has kept right on making leather 
all the same. An experienced manu- 
facturer told a JOURNAL reporter that 
Dunean had for some time been losing 
money ou every side of leather he made 
and failure was the natural consequence. 
Again, it is not at all likely that Mr, 
Duncan's liabilities will come within a 
gunshot of the various figures named 
in the Boston papers.

They Know and Trust Him. 


One strong point in favor of the Republi- 
can party in the coming election is ac- 
knowledged on all hands to be the general 
prosperity of the country, which leaves very 
little opportunity for the calamity cry to be 
raised by the Democrats or their brethren 
of the Farmers’ Alliance. The state of 
American trade and industry in the second 
year of the McKinley tariff and the third of 
the Harrison Administration is thus graphi 
cally described by that well-known business 
authority, R. G. Dun & Co.’s Weekly Re- 
view and Trade: 

‘*A fiscal year never matched in the whole 
history of the country, in volume of ine 
dustrial production, in magnitude of 
domestia exchanges, or in foreign trade, has 
just closed. Theimports for the year have 
been about $833,000,000, the increase at 
New York in June over last year being 
about 18 percent. Exports from New York 


in June gained 15.4 per cent., and the 
aggregate for the year has been about 
$1,027,000,000. Railroad earnings have 


been the largest in any year thus far, and 
elearings in June the largest ever known in 
that month, exceedjng last year 8 per cent., 
and for the whole year the Jargest ever 
known outside New York. Failures for the 
half year have been 5503 against 6074 in 
1891, and liabilities $62,000,000 against 
$92,000, ,000, and, on the whole, about the 
smallest for five years. In spite of the low 
prices, additional works are going into 
operation, even in the iron manufacture, 
and yet more in woolen and cottan. Money 
is abundant at all financial centres, with 
but moderate demand, and collections 
generally good. Rurely las the country 
begun a new fiscal year with more satia- 
factory commercial prospects, and there is 
leas financial apprehension than is usual in 
a Presidential year.” 

This is no high-colored boasting of a 
political enthusinst, but the gal, pregjse 
judgment of a veteran commercial observer, 
which cares nothing about politics, but 


seeks to tell the plain truth to business 
men. Its closing remark is especially 
significant. ‘*J'here is less financial appre- 


hension,” it says, ‘than is ysual in a Presi- 
dential year.” This is because the f{nangia} 
interests of the country know Benjamin 
Harrison and trust him as implicitly as it 
has been the fortune of few of our Presi- 
dents to be trusted. What is more, they 
believe that he is going to be triumphantly 


re-elected, and giyena republican Congress 
which will successfully defy all Bourbon 
assaults upon our tariff and our currency. 

That is why the trade authorities are 
noting that ‘there is less financial appre- 
hension than is usual in a Presidential 
year,” — Boston Journal. 
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{From Boston Journal of July 16. 
A Step Backward. 


The sudden change of attitude on the 
part of the National Senate as to prohibit- 
ing the sale of liquor on the World's Fair 
grounds will be a painful surprise to the 
country. On Wednesday the Senate voted 
to make the Federal appropriation of 
$5,000,000 conditional upon such prohibi- 
tion, Yesterday by a vote of 21 to 26 it 
reversed its action. Unless, in response to 
popular pressure, it again changes its mind, 
liquors will be freely sold at cafes and 
restaurants, though so-called bars will not 
be permitted. The section of the bill 
closing the fuir grounds on Sunday remajns 
intact. 

This new position of the Senate in the 
matter of the liquor trade is offensive to the 
moral sentiment of the country. ‘The Cen- 
tennial at Philadelphia has been agcoynted 
a good deal of a syccess, yet jt was closed 
on Sunday, and none of the direful conse- 
quences which have been predicted if this 
precedent were followed at Chicago re- 
enlted. As to liquor, there is very little 
likelihood that any people who want it will 
go thirsty next year in Chicago, but iat is 
not an immoderate demand that the in- 
closure devoted to the fair should be kept 
free from it, The comfort and safety of 
visitors to the fair, and of women and 
children particularly, would be promoted if 
there were no promiscuous selling of liquor 
upon the grounds. Doubtless there are 
saloon keepers who are eager for this busi- 
ness, and doubtless, also, a considerable 
revenue might be secured from selling this 
privilege. But there are other arguments 
than the financial which deserve recognition 
in this connection, We have an American 
Sunday which we think is worth pregerving, 
hoth for religious reasons and because it is 
a priceless boon to labor. If foreigners 
like to scoff at our narrowness, it will divert 
them and will do ua no harm. We shall 
lose nothing in the estimation of the world 
if we present at Chicago the spectacle of a 
sober, Sunday-respecting people.

AMERICAN PIE. 


Kt Is an Indigenous Product Which Ne 
Other Nation Can Imitate. 

A gentleman of New England an- 
cestry, who lives on West Vine 
street, solemnly asserted to the re- 
porter that pie is largely responsible 
for many of the mental peculiarities 
of the American people. 

“It is a fact scientifically estab- 
lished,” he said, ‘‘that different kinds 
of food have distinctively different 
iffects on the mental traits and ten- 
dencies of men. For instance, races 
whose diet is chiefly meat are al- 
ways of a bloodthirsty, sanguinary 
disposition, while those who confine 
themselves to grain and vegetables 
are nearly always mild and unwar- 
like. 

‘Persons who eat highly spiced and 
seasoned food are apt to be peppery 
and irritable, and so on. People’s 
minds depend on the condition of 
their stomachs, and their stomachs 
depend on what they eat. Now pie 
is the only kind of food eaten by 
Americans that is not eaten by oth- 
ers of the Caucasian race. It is a 
distinctively American dish. When 
{t is considered that nearly 2,000,000 
pies per day are eaten in America it 
may be said to be our national food. 

“And Ido not think it unreason- 
able to infer that pie may be the in- 
spiring source of many of our great- 
est achievements and _ sublimest 
thoughts. At any rate all our great 
men have been very fond of pie. 
Abraham Lincoln used to go out of 
his way to get a good, old fashioned 
piece of cherry pie, such as had 
stained his youthful lips and fingers 
in the good old Kentucky days. 
George Washington was s0 notori- 
ously fond of mince pie that the Qua- 
ker housewives used to send them to 
him with their humble respects, even 
after ne had become president. The 
Marquis de Lafayette is said to have 
pronounced the pies of Mount Ver- 
non ‘“‘exquisite,” and he attempted 
to introduce them to the haut ton on 
his return to Paris. The attempt 
failed, because the marquis forgot to 
take an American cook back with 
him, and no French chef has until 
recently conquered the mysterious 
pie. It is a remarkable fact that 
pumpkin pie has recently become 
very popularin Paris. It is the pi- 
oneer, but it will undoubtedly be- 
come the avant courier of all our de- 
licious pastry. 

“The French have nothing ap- 
proaching our pie. They make all 
sorts of delicate and creamy puffs 
and meringues that are dreams of 
the culinary art. In many respects 
they excel our efforts in similar di- 
rections. But they have never at- 
tained to the sublimity of pie. The 
English have nothing that will com- 
pare with it but tarts. While these 
are pleasant little fripperies of diet, 
they no more compare to pie than a 
last year's dird’s nest does to the Cap- 
itol at Washington. The nearest the 
Germans get to pie is the pretzel. 
Think of it! Pretzel versus pie! The 
Italian is still worse. Though he is 
a past master in the art of paste 
making, and has given to the world 
that marvel of culinary ingenuity, 
maccaroni, he has never thought to 
combine the crusts with the grapes 
and berries of his sunny hillsides. 
No lazy person can make pie, and so 
the Spanish have none, It seems as 
if the peerless dish had been reserved 
by the gods from men until the ban- 

ner of freedom had been unfurled 
and tyranny defied.”—St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat,.

THE LAME HEALED. 
LESSON IV, THIRD QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, JULY 24. 


Text of the Lessoa, Acta Ill, 1-16—Mem- 
ory Verses, 6-8—Golden Text, Acta ill, 


16—Commentary by the Rev. D. M. 
Stearns. 


1, “Now Peter and John went up to- 
gether into the temple at the hour of 
prayer, being the ninth hour.” This was 
probably at the time of the evening sacri- 
fice, about 8 o'clock in the afternoon. It 
was the hour at which Jesus died on Cal- 
vary (Math, xxvii, 46,50). We are remind- 
ed that prayer can be acceptable only 
through the merits of Jesus our sacrifice. 
See Rev, viii, 3, 4. Compare David and 
Daniel praying three times a day (Ps. lv, 
19; Dan. vi, 10). 

2. “And a certain man, lame from his 
mother’s womb, was carried, whom they 
Inid daily at the gate of the temple.”” This 
man, over forty years of age (chapter iv, 
22), had apparently no thought of ever 
being healed, but desired only the alms of 
the worshipers, that thus he might eke out 
a living. We wonder why, when Jesus 
healed the man born blind (John ix, 1), 
probably at the same gate, He passed by 
this man, who was also afflicted from his 
birth. Did He purposely leave this man 
for Peter and John to heal? 

8 “Who, seeing Peter and John about to 
go into the temple, asked an alms.” How 
many there are who are spiritually lame, 
and like Mephibosheth, lame on both feet 
through the fault of another—Adam and 
his sin (II Sam. iv, 4; ix, 13); who know 
nothing of the King’s table, but desire 
only temporal gifts. 

4. “And Peter, fastening his eyes upon 
him, with John said, Look on us,”” They 
must have passed him many a time before, 
for he was there every day, but now they 
are by the Spirit in them led to give heed 
to him, If we were always filled with the 
Spirit then God would work in us (Phil. ii, 
18; Heb. xiii, 21) and we would see many 
an opportunity of making Him known to 
the people whom we meet and pass un- 
noticed every day. 

5. “And He gave heed unto them expect- 
ing to receive something of them,” It was 
money he wanted, and for money reached 
out his hand, as almost any one will. He 
little thought of the durable riches and 
righteousness (Prov. viii, 18) which were 
within his reach, 

6. “Then Peter said, Silver and gold 
havel none; but such as I havegive I thee; 
in the name of Jesus Christ of Nazareth 
rise up and walk.’’ There is something 
better than money which can be had with- 
out money (Isa. lv, 1). Money for which 
most people toil cannot give health of body 
at all times, and never health of soul (Ps, 
xlix, 6, 7). But Jesus, who is heaven's 
riches for body and soul, may be had by 
all (John i, 12; vi, 87; fil, 16; Rev. xxii, 17). 

7. “And he took him by the right hand 
and lifted him up; and immediately hia 
feet and ankle bones received strength.” 
God in Peter reached out the hand to him, 
and wrought through Peter in the name 
of Jesus on behalf of the lame man, ao- 
cording to Mark xvi, 20. Why may not 
every believer believing Isa, xli, 13, be used 
at least in some measure in the same way. 
According to your faith (Math. ix, 20). 

8. “And he, leaping up, stood, and 
walked, and entered with them into the 
temple, walking and leaping and praising 
God.” Long before had the prophet said 
that such things as this should come to 
pass (Isa. xxxv, 6). But who can tell the 
feelings of this man under this sevenfold 
manifestation of the power of Jesus’ name? 
What do we know of the power of this 
nume? 

9. ‘And all the people saw him walking 
and praising God.’) When God works 
mightily people must see it; and if there 
are no works of God manifest in us, where 
is the evidence that God is in us? If peo- 
ple glorified God in Paul (Gal, 1, 4) why 
not in us also? Perhaps we have not Paul’s 
ambition (Phil. i, 20; iii, 8-14.) 

10. “And they knew that it was he; and 
they were filled with wonder and amuze- 
ment at that which had happened unto 
him.” The change was marked and un- 
mistakable. Perhaps some of them would 
think of the man born blind, whose eyes 
Jesus had opened and be compelled to 
conclude that this Jesus although cruci- 
fied was yet alive, That is what believ- 
ers are now on earth for, that the mighty 
works of God may be seen in them and 
Jesus thus made known (II Cor. iv, 11). 

ll, “And asthe lame man which was 
healed held Peter and John, all the people 
ran together unto them, greatly wonder 
ing.’’ The healed man naturally clung to 
his deliverers, aud the crowd ran to see the 
healed and the healers. There being but 
little of the power of God in the church to 
day, the crowd have to be drawn by enter- 
tainments and suppers and concerts; but 
let some of the power that was seen on this 
occasion be aguin manifest and the things 
which now disgrace the church shall speed- 
ily vanish. 

12. ‘Ye men of Israel, why marvel ye at 
this, or why look ye so earnestly on us?” 
Thus Peter spoke to the people as with 
wonder they gazed first at the healed man 
and then at the apostles, Not knowing 
God the invisible, people will gaze upon 
and wonder at the visible instruments 
whom God is graciously pleased to use, 
And as soon as the instrument is willing 
to be magnified the power ceases (1 Cor. 
i, 29). 
13. ‘The God of Abraham, and of Isaac, 
and of Jacob, the God of our fathers, had 
glorified His Son Jesus, whom ye delivered 
up.” With the power of the risen, ascend- 
ed and glorified Jesus manifest in the 
healed man, Peter now preaches unto 
them Jesus and the resurrection according 
to the Scriptures of the prophets (verse 18), 
urging them to repentance and to look for 
the return of Christ to restore all things 
(verses 19-21). 

14. “But ye denied the Holy One and the 
Just, and desired a murderer to be granted 
unto you!” He faithfully and fearlessly 
charges home upon them their sin, not only 
of preferring a murderer to the Holy One, 
but of actually murdering the Holy One. 
Consider the testimony of men and demons 
to the holiness of Jesus (Mark i, 23, 24; 
Math, xxvii, 4, 10, 54). 

15. “And killed the Princeof Life, whom 
God hath raised from the dead; whereof 
we are witnesses,"” Man crucified the Son 
of God, but God raised Him from the dead 
and gave Him glory (Eph. i, 20; I Pet. i, 21), 
saying, “Sit Thou at my right hand until 
I make thine enemies thy footstool’ (Ps, 
ox, 1; Acta fi, 34-86). 

16. “And His name, through faith in 
His name, hath made this man strong.” 
The faith of Peter and John in the name 
of Jesus brought perfect soundness to this 
man who had been for over forty years a 
cripple. What has our faith in Jesus ever 
accomplished for others? Consider the 
faith of the fourin Mark ii,5, 5. I do be- 
lieve that the very same Jesus whose name 
is Wonderful, and for whom nothing is too 
wonderful (Isa. ix, 6; Jer. xxxii, 17) is alive 
today.

Just now there is a little lull at the 
political centers, ‘T'o be sure, the Demo- 
crates had an enthusiastic rally at Tre- 
mont Temple, Wednesday night,to ratify 
the Chicago nominations. They glorified 
and magnified Cleveland and denounced 
Harrison and the Republicans, That was 
to beexpectod. Their snying so on mat- 
ters political, however, doesn’t make 
them so, The Democratic host doosn’t half 
believe the bad things its leaders say 
about the Republicans. 

David B. Hill himself has said that the 
Chicago platform will turn every factory 
into’ Republican sampaign club, And 
David knew what he was talking about. 
The very noticeable fact at the Demo- 
cratic rally just mentioned was that the 
Mugwump speakers, who were most 
prominent, by the way, practically ig- 
nored the chief planks of the Chicago 
platform and claimed that Cleveland was 
platform enough, 

That ja all well enough for Massachu- 
setts, But it is well to bear in mind, and 
enforce the fact on our Democratic 
friends, that Cleveland’s platform was 
“turned down” at Chicago by a majority 
of 222, and that the principles laid down 
by the Magwump worshipers of Cleve- 
land were emphatically negatived by just 
that majority after a sharp debate. 

Senator Hill of New York knew what 
he was about when he said the Chicago 
platform would make every factory a 
Republ'can campaign club. He knew 
the intelligent working-men of the 
United States will not vote against their 
own interests by supporting a platform 
whose chief plank is an out and out 
declaration against the principle of pro- 
tection. The workin ,men know that, as 
a whole, they are vastly better off than 
any other similar bodies of men in the 
whole world. And they will vote with 
the party that promises tocontinue these 
conditions, and not with the one that 
threatens to destroy them. 

The Carnegie troubles are seized upon 
by the Democrats as an argument against 
protection. But the most blind cannot 
fail to see that as a campaign argument 
these troubles are against the Democrats 
rather than the Republicans. Of course 
there are several phases to these troubles 
—wazges, non-union workmen, date of 
contracts, etc, But take that of wages, 
which is the only one affected by the 
tariff. The McKintey bill lowered the 
tariffon the products of the Carnegie 
works at Homastead, where the troubles 
took place. The price of that product 
which was the basis by which, as agreed, 
wages rhould rise or fall,went down from 
$27 per ton to $22.8. Had the reduction 
of the tariff come more nearly atill to 
free trade, which the Democratic plat- 
form calls for, then tho reduction of 
wages must have been correspondingly 
greater, Carnegie !s said to bave main- 
tained that the reduction which was 
made was too great for the interests of 
his Concern, So this one element of the 
troub!e seems to have come from one step 
toward free trade—a lower tar ff. What 
would result were the whole tariff to be 
abolished? 

Business men realiza that tho Republi- 
can platform,a Republican administra- 
tion and Republican legislation are more 
for the business interest of the country 
than are those of the Democrats. The 
banking men are paying particular atten- 
tion just now to that plank in the Demo- 
cratic platform which looks to a revival 
ofthe old form of state banks, with all 
its attendant mischief. It is very easy 
to denounce one system, but often most 
difficult to suggest a better. The national 
bank system may not be perfect; but 
every business man knows that it is in- 
finitely better than any system of state 
banke. The drift of the thinking men of 
the country, and they hold the balance of 
power, js undoubtedly toward the Repub- 
lican ticket today, because they feel that 
it stands for the best material interest of 
the people. 

There is no doubt that the Republi- 
cans of Massachusetts are thoroughly and 
heartily united insupport of the Rspub- 
lican national tcket, It is now made 
clear that it was very largely owing to the 
loyalty of our delegates to Harrison that 
prevented the successful working of some 
one of the many schcmes to defeat him, 
And it is very evident that the Republi- 
can masses of the state most cordially en- 
dorse the action of their representatives 
at Minneapolis.

tant features of the campaign; and when 
it is once opened, it will be a hot one, 
The choice of aleader is felt to be the 
most important; and the urgent impor- 
tance of selecting a man who can lead 
and direct the forces is recognized, The 
representatives of the party frorm all over 
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tne atate agree that now the very strong: 
est man must bo named, and that no 
chances must bo taken, As convention 
day approsches it can more clearly be 
secon if there is to be more than one can- 
didate, and that one Lieut. Governor 
Haile. 

The Republicans will haye a new ald in 
the coming campaign that will doubtless 
render most valuablo assistance, This ts 
anew morning daily and Sunday news- 
paper that will be started about the first 
of Beptember. Messrs. Towle and Sher- 
man, who have been valuable men on the 
Travoller staff for many years, are the 
principal movers in this enterprise, al- 
though it is heartily endorsed by the 
leading Republivans of this and other 
New England states. The Journal, under 
Editor ©'Meara, has made a apecially 
strong and able fight for Republican 
principles, well supplemented by Editor 
Barrett inthe Advertiser and Record, in 
their different filulds, Mut the new paper 
will cultivate flelda not attempted by 
either of the others, and with its Sunday 
edition especially will aim to reach those 
Republicans who now find their news in 
the Herald or Globe, although cordially 
disliking their political sentiments, Ed- 
{tor Towle will surely start off with the 
cordial good wishes of all Republicans, 
and he has unbounded faith in the suc- 
cess of the enterprise. 

The Western Massachusetts Republi- 
cans are to be congratulated that in the 
Springfield Morning Union they now 
have an exponent of their doctrines that 
will go far to counteract the injurious

Nolsy Toucans, 


I know no fowls of the air which 
more admirably typify in their own 
persons the effects of a forestine 
tropical fruit eating life than the 
gorgeous toucans. Their big bill en- 
ables them to reach out from afar at 
fruits as they sit at their ease on the 
trees that bear them, and to toss 
them off at a gulp in a large and airy 
manner that is very characteristic ot 
all the whole-swallowing fruit eat- 
ers. They are gregarious and s0- 
ciable birds, to a great extent organ- 
ized into a fixed community ; for they 
make common cause against enemies, 
such as owls and falcons, whom they 
surround and mob with one accord 
after the fashion of all dominant 
races, as rooks do in England. 

Having thus little need for protec- 
tion, they are noisy &nd clamorous 
in their native woods, resembling in 
all these respects the other gregari- 
ous fruit eaters, like parrots and 
monkeys. In short, they display for 
us in full perfection the free, demo- 
cratic, fearless, open and gossipy life 
naturally engendered in tropical sur- 
foundings among powerful and s0- 
cial frugivorous species,—Cornhill 
Magazine. 


Blue Frogs. 

M. Bonfils, the curator of the Men- 
tone museum, has been applied to 
for his opinion on the subject of blue 
frogs. He believes that there have 
been genuine specimens of this freak 
of nature, although he is a little 
staggered at finding the tiny animal 
has become more common just at 
the time when he has become more 
valuable. He fancies that the color 
is changed in an unaccountable man- 
ner by nature, and that probably fhe 
frog which enjoys this peculiarity is 
in some respects like the albino, al- 
though he confesses he has not made 
any actual experiments to justify 
the theory.—London Globe. 


Electric Cars Without Conductors, 

The electric cars in Halle, Ger- 
many, carry no conductors, and this 
fact renders the wages account re- 
markably low, the entire working 
expenses coming to @nly about five 
cents per car per mile, or 55.5 per 
cent. of the gross revenue. In this, 
however, no allowance has been 
made for depreciation, which would 
add nearly two cents more to the ex- 
pense account.—New York Tele- 
gram.

Thrilling Ride of a Helpless Youngster 
Attached to a Traction Cable. 


It is a common practice with chil- 
dren living on the cable routes to 
drop & string with a cork attached in 
the slot, and as the cable catches it 
and drags it along to follow it up for 
a block or two, or until they grow 
tired. 

Georgie Raiscovich, eight years 
old, persuaded his little brother Spiro 
that they could ride without paying. 
Heorgie procured a three-eighths, 
five-strand clothesline from the back 
yard of the store and carefully fast- 
ened it around his little brother's 
waist, Thou rope was strong enough 
to settle a dozen California stage 
robbers. There was six feet of the 
rope left when Georgie concluded to 
give his little brother a free ride, and 
with some trouble he dropped the 
loose end of the clothesline into the 
slot. 

The rope was promptly taken up 
by the big 1}-inch cable and little 
Spiro started down the street to the 
astonishment of his big eight-year- 
old brother. The connection was 
made directly in front of St. Igna- 
tius’ church. From that point on 
the child was dragged with the rope 
around his waist past Franklin street 
and Van Ness avenue, a distance of 
800 feet, and as he came sailing 
across the avenue William E. Mur- 
phy, who keeps a bookstore at 106 
Hayes street, saw the phenomenon. 
He at first surmised that the thing 
wasadummy, but a glance demon- 
strated that it was not. It was only 
a live youngster skating with the 
cable and no one to stop it. 

Oddly enough, all of the laws of 
motion were upset with that young- 
ster. With a rope around his waist, 
the engine house engineer not know- 
ing anything about a foolish child 
being tied to a cable, it was only nat- 
ural that when the line was drawn 
taut in the middle that the child 
would have to go to the morgue, 
whether the line dragged his head or 
his legs.

The Electric Cars, 


It is fair to presume that Superin- 
tendant Wentworth of the East Middle- 
sex Street Railrond feels reasonably 
comfortable in his mind just now, 

On Inst Sunday electric cars, trolley 
system, ran for the first time from the 
Common at Woburn Centre to Melrose 
Highlands, and they ran as smooth as 
oil too. A week prior to that date 
irregular trips had been inade over 
Salem street to, through and beyoud 
Stoneham, but real business was uot 
opened until Sunday, on which day the 
line had a rushing trade, 

When he first took hold of the work 
of preparing the line for the trolley 
system Supt. Wentworth had hopes of 
getting everything ready to start the 
electrics by July 1, but many obstacles 
arose which could not be foreseen and 
the work was necessarily delayed a 
fortnight. As it was, the change was 
perfected a month earlier than many 
said it would be. 

‘To do the work in the best possible 
manner the Woburn Electric Light Co. 
had made a 200 H. P. McIntosh high 
pressure engine and dynamos of the 
capacity required, A better outfit for 
supplying motive power to an electric 
road can be found nowhere, and if 
Supt. Wentworth’s cars don't slide 
right along it will not be the fault of 
the Woburn Electric Light Co. 

The ‘electrics’ go und come loaded 
every trip for the people, especially 
when the weather is so intensely hot, 
very much prefer them to those pro- 
pelled by horse power.

Now, if the North Woburn Com- 
pany will go ahead and give us the 
trolley on their line from No. Woburn 
to Medford Square this city will be 
splendidly equipped for travel. Super- 
iutendent Sewell hopes at no distant 
day to be able to announce to the 
public a change on his line from horses 
to electricity, and the people hope so 
too.

To Improve the Caucus System, 


Epiron Wonurn Journar:— 

The Democratic City Committee intend 
to give a trial to the Australian voting sys- 
tem as applied to caucuses, ‘The following 
from the new rules adopted by the Com- 
mittee explains the matter; 


Anrvicite VI. 


Sec. 1. Ward Caucuses for the nomi- 
nation of candidates for the Board of Al- 
dermen and Common Council shall be held 
not Jess than fourteen days before the day 
of election, 

Sror. 2. At all such Ward Caucuses 
the voting shall be by ballot and the check 
list shall be used, ‘The balloting shall be 
carried op by what is known ag the Austra- 
lian System and printed ballots shall be 
furnished by the City Committee upon 
whose behalf a request to that effect signed 
by at least ten Democratic legal voters of 
the Ward and accompanied by a deposit to 
cover the candidate's proportional share of 
the expense of printing the ballots, shall be 
made. This request must be filed with the 
Secretary of the City Committee at least 
three days before the day on which the 
caucuses is to be held, If the deposit ex- 
ceeds the candidates share of the expense 
of printing the ballots the balange ahall be 
returned to the peraon making the deposit. 

See. 4. The polls shallin all cases be 
open not later than 7.80 P, M, and remain 
open until 230 P, MM. and each person 
whose name appears upon the official ballot 
shall be entitled to name one Jnspector to 
see that the yoting |e fairly condugted, 

Seo. 4. ‘The candidate laying the high- 
est number of votes shall jn all cases be 
the regular nominee of the caucus, 

‘The first trial of the new system of hold. 
ing caucuses will be given at the caucus 
which will be held at the Hose House, 
Cummingsville, on Monday, August 8, when 
a candidate will he nominated to pontest for 
the seat upon the Board of Aldermen made 
vacant by the death of Mr, Bdward H, 
Walsh wad the experinent will no doubt be

Hon, Alpha E. Thompson, 


The widely known and highly esteemed 
gentleman whoee name heada thie item died 
at his home on Main street in thie city on 
last Friday night from a paralytic stroke 
suffered on the preceeding Tuesday, His 
only child, Albert Thompson, the eminent 
painter, who lived with hie father, had 
observed indications fora fortnight previous 
which led him to fear what happened and 
after the shock bat slight expectations of 
his recovery were entertained 

Hon, Alpha E Thompson was born at Mt 
Vernon, N. HL, on Ovt. 27, 1815, but came 
to Woburn with bia family several years 
before reaching his teens. He belonged to 
the old, numerous and very respectable 
family of Woburn Thompsons, his father 
and the father of Ion Edward Everett 
Thompson, Woburn’s present Mayor, being 
brothers. Of the same family too wae the 
world-famous Count Rumford (Benjamin 
Thompson) whose birthplace was North 
Woburn where the house in which he was 
born still stands, 

After leaving school he became a clerk 
in the store of Colonel Jolin Wade and 
subsequently of Mr, Bowen Buckman. In 
time he bought out his employer and carried 
on the business for himself up to about 10 
years ayo when he retired, As clerk and 
proprietor he occupied the same store (those 
how ocenpied by Strout and Reneo) for 
nearly 60) years—an vecupaney that a 
parallel to can hardly be found 

Coming to manhood Mr. Thompson, by 
his integrity and straight-torward business 
methods and general pleasing deportment 
towards everybody, as well as on the score 
of good sense and sound judgment as to 
public affairs, was frequently elected to fill 
important positions by his fellow citizens 
und was many times honored with their 
suffrages. He filled every public post with 
credit to himself and profit to his con: 
stituents. Ile was a member of the Board 
of Selectmen in 1863, 1864, 1875, 1877 and 
1878, and for five years, commencing in 
1875, he was a Water Commissioner, On 
July 1, 1853, he was appointed Postmaster 
of Woburn, and served about eight vears. 
He received the appointment of Notary 
Public for Middlesex County on June 12, 
1851, and held the position until his death 

In 1880 he was the Democratic candidate 
for Lieutenant-Governor of Massachusetts, 
receiving 110,599 votes 

Mr. Thompson was « Democrat in politics 
and strongly partisan in feeling. He failed 
to discover a necessity for the existence of 
any party but his own, 

The decensed was an honorable man in 
all his business and social relations with the 
world. He had a genial nature, a kind 
heart, and generous disposition, For 
several years he las led a quiet, retired life 
and has mixed but little in public affairs. 
He will be missed, for his death removes 
another old landmark in the history of 
Woburn. 

The funeral took place on Monday after- 
noon and was a large one, 
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Columbus Day. 


Whereas, by a joint resolution, approved 
June 29, 1892, it was resolved by the Senate 
and House of Representatives of the United 
States of Ameriva, in Congress assembled, 
that the President of the United Stetes be 
authorized and directed to issue a procla- 
mation recommending to the people the 
observance in all their localities of the 400th 
anniversary of the discovery of America 
on the 21st day of October, 1892, by public 
demonstration and by suitable exercises in 
their echools and other places of assembly : 

Now, therefore, I, Benjamin Harrison, 
President of the United States of America, 
in pursuance of the aforesaid joint resolu- 
tion, do hereby appoint Friday, Oct, 21, 
1892, the 400th anniversary of the diveovery 
of America by Columbua, aa a general 
holiday for the people af the United States. 
On that day let the people so far as possible 
cease fram toil and devote themselves to 
auch exercises as may best express honor to 
the discoverer and their appreciation of the 
great achievements of the four completed 
centuries of American life. 

Columbus stood in his age as the pioneer 
of progress and enlightenment. ‘The system 
of universal education is in our age the 
most prominent and salutary feature af the 
spirit of enlightenment, and it is peeuliarly 
appropriate that the schaals be made by the 
people the centre of the day’s demonstra- 
tion. Let the national flag float over every 
schoolhouse in the country, and the exer- 
cises be such as shall impress upon our 
youth the patriotic duties of American 
citizenship. 

In the churches and in the other places 
of assembly of the people let there be ex- 
pressions of gratitude to Divine Providence 
for the devaut faith of the discoverer and 
for the divine care and guidance which has 
directed our history and so abundantly 
blessed our people. 

In testimony whereof I have hereunto set 
my hand and caused the seal of the United 
States to be affixed, 

Done at the city of Washington, this ¥1st 
day of July, in the year of our Lord one 
thousand eight hundred and ninety two, and 
of the independence of the United States 
the one hundred and seventeenth.

A MIXED UP FAMILY. 


Extraordinary Domestic Complications 
That a New York Lawyer Ran Against, 


“IT have heard of a good many sin- 
gularly complicated family ties,” said 
a lawyer of this city, “but I happen- 
ed to be present at a murder trial in 
Pennsylvania once in the course of 
which was developed a mixed up 
condition of domestic relationship 
such as was never before put on 
record. Aman named John Lefevre 
was being tried on a charge of mur. 
dering his wife. The prisoner was a 
man sixty years of age. The wife 
he was alleged to have killed was 
his second one. Twenty years before 
she married Lefevre she had mar- 
ried a man named Samuel Cooper, 
from whom she procured a divorce, 

“She took their three children with 
her and married Andrew Grabe, a 
neighbor. ‘The wife Lefevre had 
then was a relative of Grabe, and the 
two families live near neighbors. 
Not long after Mrs. Cooper married 
Grabe Lefevre’s wife died. Then 
Mrs. Grabe obtained a divorce from 
her second husband, and, again tak- 
ing the three children of her first 
husband, Samuel Cooper, with her, 
married John Lefevre. Samuel 
Cooper, by the way, had remarried 
soon after his wife got her divorce, 
and he and his second wife lived 
within a quarter of a mile of the 
Grabes and Lefevres. 

‘Lefevre and his new wife did not 
live happily together, but they were 
on cordial terms with the Grabe fain- 
ily, Andrew Grabe having married 
again immediately after his first 
wife was divorced from him, his sec- 
ond wife being a sister of John Le- 
fevre. Samuel Cooper's second wife 
was asister of his first wife. Thus 
Mrs. Lefevre lived with her third 
husband and her first husband's 
cbildren close neighbors to her first 
husband and her second husband, 
each of whom had _ become her 
brother-in-law. Samuel Cooper had 
also become by his second marriage 
uncle to his children by his first 
wife. 

“John Lefevre lived unhappily 
with his third wife. At last Mrs. 
Lefevre was found dead with her 
neck broken and her skull crushed 
at the foot of along flight of stairs 
in her house. Her sister, Susan Hab- 
bercorn, suspected that Mrs. Le- 
fevre's husband had murdered her. 
On her charge Lefevre was arrested 
and placed on trial. Andrew Grabe, 
the dead woman's divorced second 
husband, was drawn on the jury, and 
Samuel Cooper, her first divorced 
husband, was a witness in the case, 
but, of course, Grabe was not impan- 
eled. 

“On the witness stand it was elic- 
ited from Miss Habbercorn that she 
herself had been twice married and 
twice divorced. Her first husband 
was a cousin of Andrew Grabe. Her 
second husband was a brother of 
John Lefevre's first wife. Miss Hab- 
bercorn admitted also that she was 
engaged to be married again, that 
time to a brother of Samuel Cooper, 
her dead sister's first divorced hus- 
band. The jury disagreed on the 
murder trial, and I don’t know how 
it resulted finally, but that was a 
mixed up family, wasn’t it?’—New 
York Sun. 


Voodoo Charms, 

It is queer how the colored people, 
even with such edvantages as they 
enjoy in this city, resort to. voodoo 
practices. A friend of mine the 
other day found a yoodoo bag in his 
yard after two or three colored men 
had been doing some work on the 
premises and gone away, He had 
the curiosity to open the bag, and 
found it contained a quantity of iron 
filings, two or three small pebbles 
like semitransparent quartz, a root 
or two and a quantity of fine black 
wool, evidently cut from the head of

APOSTLES ON TRIAL. 


LESSON V, THIRD QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL. SERIES, JULY 31. 


Text of the Lesson, Acts Iv, 1-18—Mem- 
ory Verses, 8-11—Golden Text, Acts 
iv, 12—Commentary by the Rev. D. M. 
Stearns. 


i. “And as they spake unto the people, 
the priests and the captain of the temple, 
snd the Badducees came upon them." Peter 
vas preaching to the people who came to 
ether because of the healing of the lame 
inan, that Jesus whom they had crucified 
was indeed the Christ, and that God had 
borne witness to the fact by raising Him 
from the dead, and that therefore they 
should receive Him, obtain forgiveness 
nnd wait for His return to restore all things 
of which the prophets have spoken (chapter 
fil, 19, 21). 

2, “Being grieved that they taught the 
peopje and preached through Jesus the 
restfrection from the dead.’’ The Saddu- 
cees did not believe in a resurrection 
(Math, xxii, 28; Acts xxiii, 8), but observe 
here the expression ‘from the dead,” and 
compare Phil, iii, 11, R. V. As the resur 
rection of Jesus and those who rose with 
Him (Math, xxvii, 52, 53) was a resurrec- 
tion of saints, only leaving others still 
asleep as to their bodies, so shall it be at 
His coming (I Thess. iv, 16-18; Rev, xx, 5). 

% “And they laid hands on them, and 
put them in hold unto the next day, for it 
was now eventide.” Jesus had told them 
that it would be even so (John xv, 20; xvi, 
2), therefore it is probable that they were 
not surprised at this treatment. Compare 
Jer, xxxviii, 6; Heb, xi, 36, 37. 

4. “Howbeit many of them which heard 
the word believed, and the number of the 
men was about five thousand.” As it was, 
so it will bein all this age; some believe 
and some believe not (Acts xxvili, 24), but 
His word will accomplish His pleasure 
and God will be glorified (Isa. lv, 11; II 
Cor, ii, 15, 16.) Put this 5,000 with the 
8,000 of ii, 41, and consider the work of the 
Spirit as foretold in John xvi, 8 Notice 
that all these converts were Jews. Where 
is this power today? 

6-7. “And it came to pass on the morrow 
that their rulers and elders and scribes, 
when they had set them in the midst, they 
asked, By what power or by what name 
have ye done this?” So also they asked 
Jesus in Math, xxi, 23, not that they want- 
ed such power for themselves, but they 
hated all that proceeded not from them 
selves, There are many such in the church 
today who cannot tolerate anything that 
does not originate with them; but it is well 
to remember that all that does not origi 
nate with God shall come to naught. 

8,9. “Then Peter, filled with the Holy 
Ghost, said unto them, Ye rulers of the 
people and elders of Israel.” Mark now 


the people of Israel, that by the name of 
Jusus Christ of Nazareth, whom ye cru- 
cified, whom God raised from the dead, 
even by Him doth this man stand here be- 
fore you whole.” This is the whole story 
briefly and yet in full; Jesus died,Jesus lives, 
Jeous has all power to forgive sins and also 
to heal bodies, and He is ready to manifest 
that power on behalf of those who are 
willing to be His faithful witnesses, for 0 
Chron. xvi, 9, is as true today as ever, and 
I do not know any hindrance to the mani- 
festation of the power of Christ so great as 
our lack of faith and consecration (Mal. tii, 
10; Eph. iii, 20), 

ll. ‘This is the stone which was set at 
nought of you builders, which is become 
the head of the corner.”

12. ‘Neither is there salvation in any 
other, for there is none other name under 
heaven given among men whereby we 
must be saved.”’ Other foundation can no 
man lay than that is laid, which is Jesus 
Christ (I Cor. iii, 11), and he who builds on 
aught else is building on thesand. Israel's 
mistake was that, being ignorant of God’s 
righteousness, they sought to establish 
their own, which was only filthy rags in 
God’s sight (Rom. x, 3, 4; Isa. lxiv, 6; Math. 
vil, 24-27). 

13. ‘“They took knowledge of them that 
they had been with Jesus.” Like their 
master they had not been taught in the 
schools; they had not the wisdom of man, 
but they had the power of God which made 
itself manifest in them. God uses the 
weak things and reveals Himself to babes. 

14. **And beholding the man which was 
healed standing with them, they could say 
nothing against it.’’? ‘he power of Christ 
manifest in us is the strongest kind of 
preaching, and when they saw it not only 
in the apostles but in this poor helpless 
beguar, their mouths were shut. As God 
was glorified in these and in Paul, so He 
desires to be in us (Gal. i, 24; 1 Cor. vi, 
19, 20). 

15, 16. “What shall we do to these 
men,”” The apostles being sent aside that 
the council might confer together, we can 
fancy how in their hearts, at least, if not 
yet aloud because of their keepers, they 
rejoiced in Christ who had so honored 
them; and it would not be strange if they 
continued preaching Jesus to those who 
had them in charge. As to the council 
they could not deny the miracle, but they 
thought possibly they might put a stop to 
any more such manifestations. How they 
did love the poor and the suffering (7?) 
these lovely, righteous people, who have 
still so many followers. What will become 
of them (Matt. vii, 21-28)? 

17, “But thatit spread no further among 
the people, let us straitly threaten them, 
that they speak henceforth to no man tn 
this name.’’ As well stand by a river and 
tell it to stop flowing. Why do the people 
imagine a vain thing and the rulers take 
counsel against the Lord? He that sit 
teth in the heavens shall laugh, the Lord 
shall have them in derision (Ps, ii 1-4; Isa. 
viii, 9, 10). Whutever is of God cannot be 
stopped, yet there are many who fight 
against Him. 

18. “And they called them, and com- 
manded them not to speak at all nor teach 
inthe name of Jesus,"” And these were 
the foremost religious people of the day 
with the high priest of Israel at their head 
(verse 6); the priest whose lips should keep 
knowledge, and who ought to have been 
the messenger of the Lord of Hosts (Mal. fi, 
7). Let any one now preach the whole 
truth concerning Jesus and the resurrec- 
tion as these apostles did and he will not 
fail to find prominent religious rulers who 
will if possible stop that kind of teaching, 
But lev all faithful preachers and teachers 
eat aap il, on) and “diminish not a 
word” (Jer, xxvi, 2).

A State of Quiet in Matters 
Political, 


SOME NAMES DISCUSSED FOR 
CHIEF PLACES, 


The Homestead Affair.--Bits of Gos- 
sip. 


(From Our Special Boston Correspondent)

In the middle of July, with state con- 
ventions almost or quite two months 
away, not much political ‘news’ ia go- 
ing. The Democrats haven't much ocen- 
sion to trouble themselves about their 
atate ticket. Gov. Russell will be placed 
at its head again; and it is of no particu- 
lar consequence who are put on it to 
keep him company. They will be who- 
ever the purty magnates determine. Of 
late years, the Democracy has become 
very noticeable, in this state, for its 
very an-Democratic ways. A few men 
shape its action as they please, 

The R:publicnns, on the other hand, 
have been s;iving much earnest consider- 
ation to the make-up of their state 
ticket. No man was ever mentioned for 
office who combined all the desirable 
qualifications, and against whom none 
had a single word to utter. Of course 
Lieut.-Goy. Haile is the most promi- 
nently mentioned for the head of the 
ticket. Every one knows he positively 
declined most earnest solicitation last 
yeer to be a candidate. This fact, al- 
though he had most excellent reasons for 
such declination, is now spoken of in 
some quarters. It is no objection to his 
eminent fitness for the place; but the be- 
lfef prevails that with him asa candidate, 
Russell would not have been re-elected. 
This feeling will pass away, and it Is ab- 
solutely the only criticism made against 
his candidacy. On the other hand will 
be urged his long and suce ssful business 
and political experience and great 
strength with the voters. Against what 
candidate could not more be said than 
against him? 

There is much more interest apparent 
over the second place on the ticket; for 
it is sure, morally, that there will be a 
new man put therein, Should the west- 
ern part of the state be given the head 
of the ticket, then the second place will 
naturally fall to th» castern part. One 
hears several nam:s ‘mentioned,’ mest 
prominent of which are these: Mr. Roger 
Wolcott of Boston, who was the first 
president of the R+publican Club of the 
state, a leading member of the House a 
few years ago an excellent speaker, and 
one who would doubtless strengthen the 
ticket in Boston and vicinity especially. 
Then there is Hon. Ephraim Stearns of 
Waltham, for the past two years a mem- 
ber of the Governor’s council, and an 
excellent one at that. He probably 
would have ai strong following all 
through Middlesex county. Mr. Francis 
W. Breed of Lynn, is also mentioned. 
1n his home he has hosts of friends who 
would be pleased to put in hard work to 
get him the nomination should he allow 
the use of his name. But other localities 
will doubtless present the names of ‘‘fa- 
vorite sons’’ when the lists are fairly 
opened; and if all the names presented 
are up to the standard of those named 
above, the nomination cannot by any 
chance fall upon an unworthy one. The 
Republicans are evidently coming to feel 
that this year, of all others, they ought 
to win on the merits of their case after 
the latter have been fully presented to 
the people, without regard so much to 
the men on the ticket, provided, of 
course, that they are able and honorable 
and represent those principles. 

Coming just as it does, it is probable 
that the labor trouble at Homestead, Pa., 
will have cons‘derable effect upon the 
coming campaign.

An 
official statement of the wages paid the 
skilled workmen at Homestead shows 
that they range from $3.67 to $14.66 per 
day; the average for the 10 classes of 
workmen enumerated bring $7.83 per day 
forcach man, Besides, at great expense 
the company had put in new machinery 
by which the produce of each man, all 
working by the piece,would be materially 
increased ,justifying the company claims, 
a reduction in the price per piece. So 
far as appears from all the evidence, the 
cause of the trouble was not a too high 
tariff nor too low wages. Massachu- 
setts workmen sympathize with their 
fellow workmen at Homestead and every- 
where who att:mpt to protect themselves 
against any kind of opposition and 
wrong. They know thatin the old Bay 
Btate no “Pinkertons” can be employed 
against them, for a Republican Legisla- 
ture has said they shall not. They be- 
lieve in the upbuilding of the laborer 
and the dignity of labor; and they can 
be trusted, after all the factsare present- 
ed, to pass judgment upon them honestly 
and fearless'y and according to the best 
light they have. 

Right in this connection comes this 
description of Homestead also from the 
New York World, tod sprove the charge 
that Carnegie’s workmen there ‘suffer 
the distress of poverty’: —

Coloring Birds with Pepper. 

A well known German naturalist, 
Dr. Sauermann, has published a 
number of curious observations on 
the artificial coloration of canary 
birds fed with cayenne pepper. The 
plumage changes from yellow to red. 
The pepper contains an oily matter 
and an irritating principle, and when 
these are extracted by maceration the 
pepper loses its coloring property, 
but if olive oil be added to the mac- 
erated pepper its coloring property 
returns. Hence the oil is considered 
the vehicle of the color. White hens 
treated in the same way also become 
reddish, and the yolks of their eggs 
become a bright red.—New York 
Times. 


Charcoal In Good for the Teeth. 

Charcoal is a great sweetener of 
the breath, and besides that it 
“strengthens and whitens the teeth, 
removes the tartar, prevents tooth- 
ache and gives the gums and lips an 
attractive color.” About as much as 
can be placed on the point of a knife 
should be rubbed gently into the in- 
terstices of the teeth on going to 
bed, to be rinsed out thoroughly in 
the morning. The objection to char- 
coal is its grittiness, and it must be 
reduced as nearly as possible to an 
impalpable powder, Its purifying 
qualities are invaluable, and it is 
said if taken inwardly it will cure in- 
digestion.—Good Housekeeping.

An Interesting Bit of History. 


Ata hearing given by the Seleetinen 
of Melrose Inst week on a petition of the 
Wakefield and Stoneham Street Rail- 
way Company for the privilege of lay- 
ing tracks in Melrose, fF. H. Monks, 
Esq., » Director in the East Middlesex 
Street Railway Company, gave the 
following frets respecting his line whieh 
we transfer to our columns from the 
Wakefield Citizen and Banner 

‘In 1880 the Stoneham Herse Rail- 
road Company was instituted and ran 
cars between Stoneham and Melrose. 
In 1886 the lines were extended to 
Woburn, Saugus and Malden. ‘The 
present stockholders took possession in 
1886. In 1887 the right was secured 
fromthe Legislature to run to Wakefield, 
Reading, Everett and Revere, and the 
name changed from the Stoneham 
Horse Ruilroad Company to the Must 
Middlesex Street Railway Company. 
In 1888 authority was obtained to run 
to Chelsea and the East Middlesex 
Company to-day has tracks in Woburn, 
Stonebam, Melrose, Malden, 
Chelsen and Revere. The time for ex- 
tending to the towns of Wakefield and 
Reading had expired. ‘The profits and 
assets of the company lust year amount- 
ed to $398,554.32.

across the mouths of the streams and 
always catch the turtles.—Interview 
in Washington Star.

CONFIDENCE IN GOD. 


LESSON VI, THIRD QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, AUG. 7. 


Text of the Lesson, Acts tv, 10, 31—Mom- 
ory Vernes, 20-31—Golden Text, Acta tv, 
831—Commoentary by the Rev. D. M, 
Stoarna. 


10. “But Peter and John answered and 
said unto them, whether it be right in the 
sight of God to hearken unto you more 
than unto God, judge ye.’ Remember 
that these are two Galilean fishermen, un- 
learned and ignorant men (verse 13), stand- 
ing in the presence of the greatest dig- 
nitaries of the Jews’ religion, even in the 
presence of at least two of the very men 
who had Joxus put to death (verse 6), but 
they have no fear. They are like the 
friends of Daniel in the presence of the 
king of Babylon nnd ee only one thing to 
do (Pan, fil, 16-18), and are ready to do it. 
The presence of Jesusis more to them than 
the presence of any or all of these men, and 
by Hisgrace they will do rightin His sight. 

20. ‘For we cannot but spenk the things 
which we have seen and heard.”” When 
Jeremiah was reproached for the Word of 
God he said hastily that he would speak it 
no more, but it was a fire in hia bones, and 
he could not keep quiet (Jer. xx, 8, 9). So 
it was with these men and with Paul (I 
John i, 1-3; Acts xxii, 15), If then we can 
easily keep quiet, the question is, Have we 
seen in Jesus nothing worth mentioning? 
If so, how different from that man of Ga 
dera, who published through the whole 
city how great things Jesus find done unto 
him (Luke vili, 89). 

21. “So when they had further threatened 
them they let them go, finding nothing 
how they might punish them, because of 
the people—for all men glorified God for 
that which was done.” How often the 
poopie are ready to belleve but are kept 
back by the rulers. There would be many 
more bellevers in a full Gospel today if 
they were not kept back by the blindness 
and false teaching of many preachers. As 
in Jeremiah’s day the prophets lied in the 
name of the Lord and perverted His 
words, 60 it is now (Jer. xxiii, 16, 21, 25, 30). 
And like those rulers they would fain 
shut up these who speak the whole truth. 

22. “For the man was above forty years 
old on whom this miracle of healing was 
shewed.”” Jesus healed people who had 
been afflicted twelve, eighteen and thirty- 
eight years (Luke viii, 48; xiii, 16; John v, 
5), but this notable case He left for Peter 
and John; a handful on purpose for these 
gleaners in His fleld (Ruth ii, 16), There 
is nothing too hard for the Lord (Jer, xxxii, 
17), and when we meet a special difficulty 
let us see in it n great opportunity for God 
to work and glorify Himself. 

23. ‘And being let go they went to their 
own company, and reported all that the 
chief priests and elders had said unto 
them.’”’ They knew just where to find 
their friends, and without hesitation they 
seek those who were gathered in Jesus’ 
name, and who were perhaps praying for 
the prisoners, Think of Jesus at the age 
of twelve, not found with the other boys, 
but with the learned men in the temple, 
and probably asking some wonderful ques- 
tions (Luke ii, 46). 

2. “And when they heard that they lift- 
ed up their voice to God with one accord 
and said, Lord, thou art God, which hast 
made heaven and earth and the sea, and 
all that in them is.” They think at once 
of their great and faithful Creator to 
whom Peter in one of his epistles teaches 
us to commit our souls (I Peter iv, 19), 
Compare Isa, xxxvii, 16; xl, 26; xlii, 5, 6; 
Jer, xxxii, 17. They evidently believed 
that their God had power to do as He 
pleased both in Heaven and on earth (Dan. 
iv, 35). 

25. ‘Who by the mouth of thy servant 
David hast said, Why did the heathen 
rage, and the people imagine vain things?” 
Observe that it was David’s mouth but 
not David’s words, The words were the 
words of God. Compare Ex. iv, 12; Il 
Sam, xxiii, 2; Jer. i, 9; John xii, 49, and 
be foolish enough in the eyes of eurth’s 
wise men to believe in verbal inspiration. 

26. “The kings of the earth stood up and 
the rulers were gathered together against 
the Lord and against his Christ.” See in 
the third verse of this second psalm from 
which we are quoting how he that sitteth 
in the heavens laughs at all man’s vain 
and puny efforts against Him, Compare 
Isa. vili, 9, 10; xxxvii 83-85; Ex. xiv, 31. 
When will men learn that all thoughts 
against God are vain thoughts and must 
perish? Surely it is very evident “the 
carnal mind is enmity against God” (Rom. 
viii, 7). 

27. “For of a truth against thy holy 
child, Jesus, whom thou hast anointed, 
both Herod and Pontius Pilate, with the 
Gentiles and the people of Israel, were 
gathered together.’”’ There was a fulfill- 
ment of partof Ps, ii in the treatment of 
Jesus by Jews and Gentiles at His cruci- 
fixion. So surely shall verse 6 be fulfilled 
when Jesus shall sit on David’s throne at 
Jerusalem (Luke i, 82, 83), and verses 8, 9 
shall also be fulfilled when He comes in 
glory, bringing all His saints with Him 
(Rey. ii, 26, 27). 

28. “For to do whatsoever thy hand 
and thy counsel determined before to be 
done.”’ “God declares the end from the 
beginning, and from ancient times the 
things that are not yet done, saying, My 
counsel shall stand, and I will do all my 
pleasure”’ (Isa. xlvi, 10), And yet men are 
free to accept or refuse His gracious invi- 
tations of mercy (John vy, 40; Luke xiv, 18; 
John iii, 16), As surely as Christ suffered, 
so surely shall He reign, but only such as 
suffer with Him shall reign with Him 
(II Tim, il, 12). 

20. ‘And now, Lord, behold their threat- 
enings, and grant unto thy servants, that 
with all boldness they neiy speak thy 
word!” Itisthe Word of the Lord that 
shall do the work, for itis the same word 
that made the heavens (Ps, xxxiii, 6). The 
Word of God in the power of the Spirit is 
the Fire and Hanimer that breaks the rock 
in pieces (Jer, xxiii, 20). As to all threat 
ening words or letters, we have only tosay, 
Lord, behold them! Just spread them be- 
fore Him, and let Him see toit (Isa, xxxvii, 
14; Ps, xxxvii, 5). 

80. “By stretching forth thine hand to 
heal; and that signs and wonders may be 
done by the name of thy holy child Jesus,” 
They remembered his promise concerning 
signs and wonders in Mark xvi, 17, 18, 

81. “And when they had prayed, the 
place was shaken where they were assem- 
bled together: and they were all filled with 
the Holy Ghost, and they spake the word 
of God with boldness."” Av immediate an- 
ewer to their prayer, as ip the case of Dan- 
fel and Elijah (Dan, ix, 21; | Kings xviii, 
87, 88). The topic upon which they spake 
{se given in verse 33, and makes us long to 
know Him and the power of His resurrec- 
tion, but it cannot be apart from the fel- 
lowship of His sufferings (Phil. ili, 10), 
Yet trembie not at the thought, for the 
glory will far exceed the sufferings (Rom, 
viii, 18), and where His love leadeth we 
surely cannot fear to follow.

Any legisla- 
tion authorizing the free coinage of sil- 
ver dollars, which shall be less in value 
than gold doilars, would be directly con- 
trary to the letter and spirit of this reso- 
lution.

The Fecentric Clock,

A Sacred Relic of Shiloh, 

Mr. William Quinn, now connected 
with the postoffice department in 
this city, has just received a prayer 
book which he prizes more than any- 
thing else in his possession. The 
book belonged to his father, Colonel 
F. Quinn, Twelfth Michigan regi- 
ment. On the fly leaf is this inscrip- 
tion: ‘Colonel F. Quinn, from Mary, 
March 17, 1862." It was presented 
to Colonel Quinn by his wife when 
he entered the war between the 
states. It was picked up on the bat- 
tlefied of Shiloh, April 6, 1862, by W. 
A. Pyles, a Confederate soldier, and 
by his brother, Willis C. Pyles, pre- 
sented to John Ingram Bivouac As- 
sociation of ex-Confederate Veterans. 

A notice uf the book and its history 
was published in some of the papers, 
and this notice was sent to Mr. Wil- 
liam Quinn by a friend. Mr, Quinn 
wrote toa member of the John In- 
gram Bivouac stating that the prayer 
book belonged to his father and ask- 
ing that i: be forwarded to Wash- 
ington. Colonel Quinn died several 
years ago. His wife survives him.— 
Washington Post. 


When Reptiles Inhabited the Earth, 

At different epochs during the time 
known as the secondary period the 
surface of the earth seems to have 
been so predominantly peopled with 
reptile life that it has been called 
“The Age of Reptiles.” The huge 
iguanodons stalked or leaped about 
in the wealds of Sussex and Hamp- 
shire. Of these iguanodons marvel- 
ously complete skeletons are to be 
seen (mounted in attitudes of life) in 
the Royal Museum of Brussels—a 
sight in itself sufficient to induce a 
visit to that capital. Other smailer 
reptiles browsed on the foliage of 
the then existing plains, and were 
pursued and preyed ton by fell rep- 
tilian monsters of various kinds, The 
sea also swarmed with reptiles (ich- 
thyosauri) as aquatic as the whales 
and dolphins of our own day. And 
not only were the earth and seas thus 
peopled, but there were flying rep- 
tiles of different kinds and sizes, 
known as pterodactyles.—Quarterly 
Review. 


Italian Illiteracy. 

The population in 1861, including 
Rome and Venetia, was about 25,- 
000,000, In 1889 it was 80,946,317, and 
in the last fifteen years the country 
has thrown off 1,068,486 emigrants. 
When it is remembered how fright- 
fully high the Italian rates of mor- 
tality are, it will be admitted that 
this is a very fair increase of popula- 
tion, Italy. which used to be one of 
the most ignorant countries in the 
world, has made progress in this re- 
spect, and now stands far above Rus- 
sia and Poland, and close behind 
Hungary. In 1866, among the levy 
conscripts born in 1846, sixty-four out 
of every hundred were unable to 
read or write. In 1889 the percent- 
age had fallen to forty-two. In the 
latter year the percentage of illiter- 
ates in Hungary was thirty-six,— 
Nineteenth Century.

How Eyes Are Tested, 

The theory of the optically perfect 
eye is that parallel rays of light en- 
tering it are brought to a focus on 
its retina, Any deviation from this 
condition constitutes an error of re 
fraction and requires for its correc 
tion an artificial variation of the 
luminousrays. The generally adopt 
ed method of determining the refrac- 
tion of the eye is to use test types 
placed at such a distance that the 
rays of light emanating from them 
may be regarded in practice as par- 
allel; and the deviation from par 
allelism necessary to correct a re 
fractive error is effected by placing a 
lens in front of the eye. There are 
many other methods of changing the 
course of luminous rays coming from 
4 test object, and of these the single 
convex lens is the simplest and most 
often used in optometry.—New York

God does not need our possessions, for

HOW A FIRE IS FOUGHT. 


Interesting Details About the Loeation 
of Mngines, Lines of Hose, Ete. 

Chief Swenie is a fire fighting 
strategist. When his flaming foe in 
vites battfe he employs all the arts of 
war to gain the victory, Sometimes 
he begins the battle by massing his 
forces at one point and charging 
directly upon the enemy. Again he 
throws out a skirmish line or shifts 
his position so as to take his opponent 
upon the flank, If necessary he calls 
up his reserves and at times is in con- 
stant communication with his chiefs 
of battalions and captains of com- 
panies, 

There is this difference, however, 
between fighting fire and fighting 
armies. Commanders of opposing 
armies are fully informed of each 
other's movements days before the 
meeting and draw up their plans of 
accordingly. Not so with 
Chief Swenie. Fires advance under 
cover, every move hid from view, 
until they are ready for the fight; 
then comes the burst of smoke, the 
volley of flame and the chief is sud 
denly called upon to give battle. 

Pian and execution with hin must 
be simultaneous; he must think, and 
act while thinking. Yot he has his 
plan of battle complete in every de 
tail, though it is made up and placed 
on paper after the battle has been | 
fought. 

The captain of every engine com- 
pany makes a report of the fire—as 
far as his company is concerned—to 
his chief of battalion, to be forwarded 
to Chief Swenie, That report gives 
the time the alarm was received, the 
fireplug to which the engine was 
connected, the direction and the lead 
of the line of hose and any changes | 
in the position of the engine, together 
with other information, such as 
amount of water pressure secured, 
accidents, incidents, ete. All these 
data are handed an expert draf'ts- 
man, who proceeds to draw an ac- 
curate plan of the fire. 

He first obtains from the map de- 
partment an authentic plan of the 
locality, giving the streets, alleys, 
courts, building or buildings affected 
by the flames, whether destroyed or 
merely scorched, and adjacent build- 
ings. The water department fur- 
nishes maps showing location of fire- 
plugs and cisterns and size of water 
pipe, mains or branches in the streets, 
If necessary the scene of the fire is 
visited and personal investigation 
gives him still further information. 

With all this material the plan of 
Vattle is depicted. Every piece of 


apparatus which had anything to do 
with the fire is located, and the lines | 


of hose leading to the fire are shown 
by lines reaching from the engine to 
the place occupied by the pipemen. 
Where the line runs through a build- 
ing the floor to which the lead was 
carried and from which the strea 1 
was thrown is properly designate. 
—Chicago News,

— Last Sunday was the 250th anni- 
versary of the organization of the 
Woburn First church, of which fact 
Rev. Dr. March, the pastor, made 
meution when he announced that the 
next celebration of the Lord’s Supper 
would tuke place on the first Sabbath 
in October, omitting the September 
one. The church was organized on 
August 14, 1642, Old Style, or Aug. 
24, New Style. The first gospel 
sermon ever preached on this territory 
wason Nov. 11,1641. ‘To attend and 
participate in the next communion 
service at the time above named mem- 
bers of the churches of Burlington, 
Winchester, Wilmington, Reading, and

Weston at his home, No. 12 Munroe 
street, on last Saturday, at the ripe age 
of 81 yeurs, another ancient Woburn 
landmark was forever obliterated. He 
had long been a familiar figure on the 
streets of this town, and was a man 
well thought of by histownsmen. He 
helped build the Lowell Ruilroad, so 
the Road’s historian, Mr. Waterman 
Brown, informs us, aud was for many 
years its Roadmaster on the section 
lying between Boston and ‘*Six-Mile 
Post” in Medford.

1860 after a long and faithful service, 
since which perjod he has been engaged 
in no business except to luok atter his 
personal affairs. Jt is said that at the 
date of his death he was possessed of 
a snug little fortune, estimated by some 
at $75,000, which he probably left to 
his immediate family. A wile, two 
daughters, and a son survive him.

The account of the arrest, 
imprisonment and deliverance is found 
in verses 17-20. When released on a for 
mer occasion and forbidden to speak in the 
name of Jesus, their reply was to the effect 
that they must speak what they had seen 
and heard (chapter iv, 18-20), 

26. “Then went the captain with the 
oficersand brought them without violence, 
for they feared the people lest they should 
have been stoned.’’ The people were bene 
fitted by the apostles’ preaching and 

{miracles and heard them gladly (verses 

14-16), just as the common people heard 

Jesus gladly (Mark xii, 87), It was the 

religious rulers who did the persecuting 

and tried to hinder this blessing to the 
people. 

27. “And when they had brought them 
they set them before the council.” Jesus 
had told them that it would be even so 
(Math. x, 16, 17; John xv, 20), and the 
same thing is true today, for if a man will 
preach the whole truth, according to the 
plain, obvious sense of God's Word in the 
power of the Holy Spirit, he will soon find 
opposition from some religious rulers and 
worldly minded professors, 

28. “Ye have filled Jerusalem with your 
doctrine, and intend to bring this man’s 
blood upon us."’ Thus the council accused 
the apostles, reminding them also of the 
restrictions which had been placed upon 
them, It was good testimony to the earn- 
est work of the apostles that they had 
already filled the city with their teaching 

20. "Then Peter and the apostles an- 
swered and said, We ought to obey God 
rather than men,” If we please men rather 
than God we are not servants of Christ; 
and He Himself taught us that we cannot 
serve God and mammon, The friendship 
of the world is enmity with God, and to 
love the world is to forsake God (Gal, i, 10; 
Luke xvi, 13; Jas, iv, 4; U1 Tim, iv, 10), 

80. “The God of our fathers raised up 
Jesus whom ye slew and hanged ona tree.” 
To their face they again fearlessly accuse 
them of being guilty of His blood, but 
they testify that God has raised Him up. 
Compare ii, 32; iii, 15; iv, 10, 88; x, 40; xiii, 
83, and see what a prominent topic the 
resurrection was in the preaching of the 
apostles, 

31, “Him hath God exalted with Ilis 
right hand to bea Prince and a Saviour, 
for to give repentance to Israel and for 
giveness of sins.”” Exalted to be a Saviour 
to the very men who crucifled Him if they 
would only turn to Him in true penitence; 
ready to give them even repentance as well 
us full forgiveness. See Isa. i, 13; xxxviii, 
17; xliii, 25; Acts xiii, 88, 89. 

32. “And we are His witnesses of these 
things, and so is also the Holy Ghost, 
whom God hath given to them that obey 
Him.” Their bold and fearless testimony 
wus that of the Holy Spirit speaking 
through them as Jesus had said. See Acts 
i, 8, and compare iv, 81. The same Spirit 
is in every true believer as He was in the 
apostles before Pentecost (John xx, 22), but 
our need is to be filled with the Spirit. 

83. ‘When they heard that they were 
cut to the heart, and took counsel to slay 
them.”’ Not only was the blood of Jesus 
upon them, but they were ready to bring 
upon them also the blood of the apostles. 
So likewise did they desire to do to Laza- 
rus, whom Jesus raised from the dead 
(John xii, 10). The truth of God when not 
meekly received, makes manifest that the 
carnal mind is enmity against God (Rom. 
viii, 7). 

34,35. “Ye men of Israel, take heed to 
yourselves what ye intend todo as touch- 
ing these men.”’ The apostles having been 
sent out of the council fora little while, 
Gamatliel, a learned and honorable mem- 
ber, at whose feet Saul of Tarsus had been 
educated (chapter xxii, 3), thus begins to 
address his brethren. Heseems to have 
had something of the spirit of Joseph and 
Nicodemus who also were at one time 
members of the council (Mark xv, 43: 
John vii, 50). We do not know that he 
ever received Jesus as the Christ, but from 
the wisdom and spirit of this address we 
mity almost hope that he did, 

86, 87. “Tor before these days rose up 
Theudas, boasting himself to be some 
body.” He quotes two cases of deceivers 
who foratime had quite «a following, but 
in cach case the leaders perished and their 
followers were dispersed, The mark of ade- 
ceiver isthat* 
body,” while a true follower of the Lord 
seeks only to glorify God, Jesus sought 
neither His own will nor His own glory 
(John vi, 88; vili, 50), and Paul determined 
to know nothing but ‘Jesus Christ and

88. “And now I say unto you, Refrain 
from those men and let them alone; for if 
this counsel or this work be of men, it will 
come to nought.” He probably thought 
of such words as these, “The Lord bring 
eth the counsel of the heathen to nought; 
He maketh the devices of the people of 
none effect’’ (Ps, xxxiii, 10), See also Isa. 
viii, 9, 10, for very strong words in this con 
nection, It is a great comfort for the true 
believer to know that no weapon formed 
against Him can prosper (Isa. liv, 17), 

89. “But ifit be of God ye cannot over 
throw it, lest haply ye be found even to 
fight against God.” The counsel of the 
Lord standeth forever, the thoughts of Ilis 
heart to all generations (Ps. xxxiii, U) 
My counsel shall stand and I will do all 
my pleasure (Isa, xlvi, 10). I know that 
whatsoever God doeth it shall be forever 
(Keel. iii, 14). We hope that Gamaliel 
really believed in his heart that this work 
was the work of God. 

40, “And to him they agreed—and when 
they had called the apostles and beaten 
them they commanded that they should not 
speak in the name of Jesus, and let them 
go.” Why beat them if they were inno 
centof any crime? But Jesus had said 
that it would be se (Math, x, 17), and they 
were walking in his footsteps.

Portland Cement in Germany, 

The manufacture of Portland ce- 
ment was first introduced into Ger- 
many in 1852. Now there are sixty 
large works, having the same an- 
nual production as England—20,000,- | 
000 barrels. The raw materials are 
of exceedingly unfavorable charac- 
ter, but the manufacturers have 
made a serious study of the proper- 
ties and uses of Portland cement, 
and now know exactly what rules to 
follow to regulate their operations, 
and the consumer can depend on the 
product offered him. The association 
of manufacturers has had much to 
do with the immense development 
of the industry in Germany. In 
France the industry grew slowly, the 
total production in 1880 hardly ex- 
ceeding 750,000 barrels a year; now 
it is 1,800,000 barrels.—New York | 
Evening Sun.

WOMEN AS EQUESTRIANS. 


They Learn the Art of Riding More 
Eusily Than Men, 


‘Women learn to ridea horse more 
quickly and more easily than men,” 
said a riding master to me a short 
time since. ‘‘Why that should be so 
I cannot exactly tell, but my impres- 
sion has always been that they ac- 
quire anything more readily than the 
opposite sex, possibly because they 
give more undivided attention to 
whatever they are engaged at. Very 
often a lady will become a fair rider 
with only fifteen or twenty lessons, 
whereas aman after twenty-five or 
thirty lessons will sometimes know 
less of the art of equitution at the 
end than he did at the beginning. 

‘Basiest of all to teach are children, 
who frequently get a fair seat and a 
pretty good notion of riding in eight 
or ten lessons. With riding it is 
somewhat as with swimiming—in 
youth it is learned with much less 
effort and is never afterward forgot- 
ten. The grown person who has un- 
derstood in childhood how to man- 
age a horse is always at home on the 
back of such an animal, though many 
years have elapsed since mounting 
one, 

“The most difficult persons to in- 
struct in the art of riding are those 
who have been at home in the saddle 
all their lives, having been accus- 
tomed to horses in rural parts or on 
the plains. They think they know 
it all, but the only thing they under- 
stand is how to gallop. Of the mode 
of equitation proper for parks and 
the avenues of a city they have no 
notion whatever. They are harder 
to teach than if they had never sat 
in a saddle before, because they have 
to begin by unlearning most of what 
they know. In this respect riding is 
like dancing, for any dancing master 
will tell you that the hardest part of 
the work is to make his pupils re- 
linquish the wrong steps and style 
which they are apt to have pre- 
viously acquired. It is almost im- 
possible in many cases to induce 
individuals who have been used to 
riding to shorten their stirrups and 
adopt the correct method for the 
English saddle. Of course the En- 
glish style of riding is the only 
proper one from the point of view of 
fashion. Even the French have imi- 
tated. it closely. 

“It is always an important matter 
that rider and horse should be suited | 
to each other. For example, a short 
and stout man finds a big, round bar- 
reled beast a very uncomfortable 
mount, because his grip in the saddle 
is only from the thigh to the knee, 
whereas the tall and thin man has a 
grip from thigh to calf. Accord- 
ingly, the latter should have the big} 
bodied animal, while the former 
should bestride a slim and well bred 
horse. Grace and elegance in riding 
are toa great extent dependent on 
the individual; no amount of train- 
ing will render a clumsy person 
graceful on horseback or on foot. In 
one way women are harder on horses 
than men, because their weightis not 
so evenly distributed, On the other 
hand, men ayerage at least thirty 
pounds heavier and ride faster, but 
they exercise better judgment as to 
gait. A woman through sheer ig- 
norance will sometimes spoil a horse.” 
—New York Letter. 


A Queer Legend of Talled Men, 

When a native Hollander wants to 
show his hatred for an Englishman 
he simply refers to him as a ‘‘steert 
man”—in other words, ‘the man 
with a tail,” The legend says that 
Thomas a Becket cursed the Kent: 
ishmen who spitefully cut off the tail | 
of his horse while he was riding the 
animal through the country, and 
that the entire generation of Kent 
which followed wore tails like those 
of horses. John Bale, Edward VI's 
bishop of Ossory, mentions the leg- 
end, but gives some variations in 
the cause of the ignoble punishment. 
He says John Capgrave and Alexan-| 
der of Esseby sayeth that ‘‘for cas- 
tynge fyshe tayles at St. Augustine, 
Dorsetshyre men had tayles ever 
after that.” 

But Polydorus applies it to Kent- 
ish men at Stroud, by Rochester, 
“for cuttinge off Thomas Becket’s 
horse’s tayle.” One account says 
that only those living in Kent at the | 
time of the curse were ‘afflicted | 
with large, drooping tayles, like 
brutes; their posterity being not so 
affected,” —St. Louis Republic.

Thus the two little children 
were alone and, after eying one an 
other for awhile with tears flowing 
from the tear bags, the little girl 
dropped upon her knees with the re- 
mark, ‘Brother, isn’t it about time! 
for us to pray?'—Chicago Post,

DANGERS OF LONG WALKS, 


Too Much Pedestrian Exercise Makes 
People Dull, Cross and Thin, 

Few persons are aware that violent 
pedestrian exercise, by generating 
more carbonic acid than the lungs 
can conveniently let off, fills the sys- 
tem with poison and stiffens the 
muscles, It is for this reason very 
danyerous if the heart is weak. The 
professional pedestrian is hardly ever 
lithe, whereas tho equestrian is grace- 
ful because he takes exercise without 
filling his blood with the poison I 
have just named, the immediate ef- 
fect of which is shortness of breath, 
sometimes with a stitch in the left 
side. 

Cyclists make journeys of hun- 
dreds of miles without getting used 
up. This is because the lungs are 
not overstrained as in, say, a long, 
quick walk or pedestrian race. Al- 
pine climbling is worse than run- 
ning. It has been noticed that Al- 
pine climbers, whose forbears were 
not time out of mind Switzers, begin 
to break down after eight or nine 
seasons of mountaineering and age 
prematurely. 

Tam glad to know this, because I 
care little for mountain scenery and 
feel as if in jail when Alpyises above 
Alp around me. The strong sunlight 
from dawn to dusk and the simple 
and reposeful horizon of the plain 
are far more congenial to me than 
the patchy lights and chillingly deep 
shadows of mountains, 

Ladies, it also occurs to me, may 
be interested to know that a muddy 
complexion is often a consequence of 
violent clambering of hills, the blood 
losing, when overcharged with car- 
bonic acid, its ruddy glow and the 
skin delicacy in trying to aid in 
working off the poison. Soft, clear 
complexions are much more common 
in “rolling” countries than in high 
lands, The Swedish women have in 
this respect a great advantage over 
the Norwegian, and so far as I can 
judge from personal observation the 
Ayrshire girls have more to be proud 
of than the highland lasses. 

Those who go in for pedestrianism 
and lawn tennis should carefully 
drill their breathing organs to keep 
their good looks (when blessed with 
them), or to improve their appear- 
ance when they are not good look- 
ing.

the lapse of years.

Boston Houses in the Karly Days. 


The buildings of 120 years ago 
were detached, none of them in 


blocks. The homes of many of the 
merchant princes and high magis- 
trates were relatively more palatial 
than any in the city today. They 
stood conspicuous and large, sur- 
rounded by generous spaces, with 
lawns, trees, fruit and vegetable gar- 


dens, stables and cattle barns. There 
were fine equipages with black 


coachmen and footmen. There were 
about 2,000 buildings, four being of 
stone, of which King’s Chapel alone 
remains. King and Queen, now 
State and Court streets, were lined 
with taverns, dwellings, marts and 
offices of exchange. There 
many quaint old nooks and corners, 
taverns and ‘‘coffee houses,” the 
drinking vessels in the latter not 
being especially adapted to that bev- 
erage. On the site of Park Street 
church stood the Granary, and be 
tween'the foot of Park street and 
Beacon stood the workhouse, the 
poorhouse and the Bridewell 
facing the Common. 

The old Hancock mansion on Baa- 
con street, Which was built in 1737, 


| was spared till 1863, but with that | 


swept away there is little left now 
that the patriots and citizens of the 
old days would recognize if they 
came back.

OBITUARY. 


The death of Wittiam Winn, Esq., 
removes one who was closely identified 
with the interest of Burlingtou for more 
than half a century, and who resided 
here during a greater part of our his- 
tory as atown. Born in the old home- 
stead only ten years after the incorpor- 
ation of Burlington in 1799, early con- 
versant with all public interests from 
ussociation with his father, Col. Wil- 
liam Winn, who held important town 
offices for many years, he was probably 
more familiar with the early history of 
Burlington than any person now living 
if we except his old friend Abner 
Shed, Esq. Very interesting were his 
reminiscences of those days, related in 
his own ivimitable manner; his ac- 
counts of the town meetings convened 
in the old meeting-house, of the funer- 
als, weddings, ‘traising” and the Sun- 
day services, where as a boy, he used 
to regard one official of the church as 
the Supreme Being because he inspired 
such awesome feelings among the small 
folks. 

Mr. Winn held important town offi- 
ces in Burlington during u period of 
forty years. He was an Assessor for 
twenty-eight years; Selectman and 
Overseer of the Poor, twenty-five 
years; ‘Treasurer, five years; and 
School Committee, two years; besides 
filling several ininor offices. He pre- 
sided over all town meetings, with very 
few exceptions, from 1852 to 1877. 
In the Town Records under date of 
March 5, 1877, we find the following 
entry :— 

“On motion of Abner Shed, Exq., a vote 
of thanks to William Winn, Esq., wae 
passed for his services in the various offices 
in which he has so long and acceptably ser- 
ved the town.” 

This was the year of his removal to 
Woburn. 

Mr. Winn represented his District 
in the Legislature for seven terms, in 
1850, °51,’52, 754,66, ’70, ’74, and for 
nearly half a ceutury he took out an 
Auctioneer’s license in Burlington. 

When he removed to Woburn he did 
not lose his interest in his native town, 
but to the end of his life delighted to 
visit the old farm and received with the 
most cordial hospitality his former 
neighbors. He would frequently say 
to his old friends: **Why don’t you 
come oftener? It is so long since I saw 
any Burlington people.” 

Mr. Winn was « man who made his 
mark iv the world and left au impress 
upon the community not soon to be 
effuced. His memory will not pass 
away with this generation. 

Rev. Mr. Parker spoke very fittingly 
at his funeral of his love of his coun- 
try. At true patriot has been taken. 
Like Whittier’s **Poor Voter on Elec- 
tion Day,” he could say: 


“The proudest now is but my peer, 
The highest not more high, 
To-day of all the weary year, 
A king of men am I. 


To-day shall simple manhood try 
The strength of gold and land; 

The wide world has not wealth to bay 
The power in my right band.” 

Seldom indeed did he miss a town 
meeting or any election. If our young 
and old men would follow his example, 
we should be sure of better men and 
better methods in our political economy. 

Mr. Winn was benevolent to a 
marked degree. He loved his fellow- 
men and often stretched out his hands 
to help them. It was an old saying 
that people might differ from Mr. Winn 
on election day but they always went 
to him in trouble. ‘They were not sent 
empty away. His counsel and sub- 
stantial aid were gladly given. 

Love tor humanity blended naturally 
with love for the Author of humanity. 
His was a sunny, cheerful creed, and 
God to him was a loving Father. A 
truly honest life has ended on earth, 
A man of ability, patriotism and 
power, «# lover of his Father in Heaven 
and his brothers on earth has gone to 
receive his reward. 

His life sheaf was fully ripened, and 
suddenly, as he had desired, before the 
winds of winter laid it low, it was 
guthered into the garner, M. £.8. Cc.

The 
accident happened just below Loring’s 
tannery, and the injured man was taken 
to the undertaking house of Winn & 
Kelley where he died. An inquest was 
deemed unecessary by the Medical 
Examiner.

HIS LIVER WEIGHED TWO TONS, 


A Monster Shark That Was Captured Of 
the Coust of Massachusetts. 

It is about a big fish that I write, 
but it isa big story. Isaw the fish, 
I took his dimensions by actual 
measurement and I saw the liver. 

In the annals of Cape Cod, pub- 
lished by the Rey. Mr. Freeman in 
1863, he mentions that in 1803 Proy- 
incetown had a regulation relating 
to the carcasses of whales, sharks, 
horse mackerel, etc., which required 
that they be towed below low water 
mark, which would indicate that 
these marine animals were so com- 
mon as to be in some degree offen- 
sive in warm weather, Many of 
them were captured for their oil. 
Right whales yielded 20, 40, 80 and 
sometimes 100 barrels; humpbacks, 
15 to 20 barrels; grampus, 1, 2 or 3; 
blackfish, 1 barrel; sharks, from 1 
gallon to 7 or 8 barrels; porpoise, 2 
gallons, and a boatload of dogfish 
yielded about 1 barrel of oil. 

Now my big fish was called a shark, 
though he was not of the man eating 
or shovel nosed variety. Mr. N. E, 
Atwood, a distinguished and_ practi- 
cal ichthyologist of Provincetown, 
pronounced the fish a liver shark or 
sea elephant, and considered it rare. 
The fish was almost entirely white, 
and as handsome in form as a mack- 
erel. He was caught in 1862, inside 
of what is called Long Point, form- 
ing an outer boundary of Province- 
town’s beautiful harbor, 

The fishermen had spread their 
seines there for mackerel and this 
big fish had got entangled in them, 
s0 that he was easily pulled to the 
shoro, where the tide left him high 
anddry. Being at that time engaged 
in business in Provincetown, I was 
invited to visit the monster and see 
him cut up for the purpose of extract- 
ing his liver. By the way, all the oil 
of ashark isin his liver, while that 
of a whale, of course, is in his flesh, 
or blubber. I took a rule and meas- 
ured thisshark and found his length 
to be just thirty-one feet, the breadth 
of his tail was seven feet, and his cir- 
cumference in the thickest part six- 
teen feet. 


The liver of this shark weighed two 


tons, and this is how it was deter- 


mined; The liver was cut in pieces 


and pitched into a dory; the dory 
carried a ton and a half in weight be- 
sides the rower, as has been proved, 


bringing her down to her upper 


streak; the dory was twice loaded 
deep with this liver, and so the fish- 
ermen thought the weight was near- 
ly three tons, but to be within 


bounds I concluded to call it two 
tons, and so it is recorded in this 


veracious chronicle. After the oil 


had been tried out I found that it 
made seven barrels full, and was 


worth at that time $200.—Belfast 
Age.

A GLORIOUS DEATH. 


LESSON IX, THIRD QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, AUG. 28. 


Text of the Lesson, Actes vil, 64-60; will, 
1-4— Memory Verses 57-60 — Golden 
Text, Acts vil, 60—Commentary by the 
Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


MM. “When they heard these things they 
were cut to the heart, and they gnashed 
on him with their teeth.” The subject of 
the rage of the council at this time was 
Stephen, one of the seven who were chosen 
to serve tables, in order that the apostles 
might give themselves wholly to the word 
and prayer (vi, 2-4). But Stephen was so 
full of the Holy Spirit and faith and power 
that God wrought great wonders and mir- 
acles by him, This led to his being falsely 
accused and brought before the council, 
in whose presence he preached the sermon 
recorded in this chapter, He had just ac- 
cused them of being the betrayers and 
murderers of the Just One, and it was this 
that cut them and made them so angry. 

55. “But he being full of the Holy Ghost, 
looked up steadfastly into heaven, and saw 
the glory of God, and Jesus standing on 
the right hand of God.” He saw not their 
rage, but he did see Jesus, The Holy 
Spirit reveals Jesus and His grace and 
glory to the soul that trusts in Him and 
relies upon Him, and enables the believer 
to be as one who is deaf to those that are 
angry because of his testimony (John xvi, 
14; Ps, xxxviii, 12, 14), To look up is better 
than to look within or around, for looking 
within makes one miserable and looking 
around tends to distraction, but looking 
unto Jesus will enable one to run with 
patience the race set before us. See Isa, 
xli, 10; R. V., margin, and Heb, xii, 2 
Jesus on the cross for us gives eternal 
salvation, but Jesus at the right hand of 
God speaks of victory over all enemies, 
Heb, ix, 12; Rev. i, 18 On steadfastness 
see I Cor, xv, 58; Il Chron, xx, 20 1, c.; Isa. 
vii, 9. 

56. ‘And said, Behold I see the heavens 
opened, and the Son of Man standing on 
the right hand of God.” “Sonof Man’ isa 
title that Jesus often used of Himself; it is 
found over eighty times in the Gospels, 
but elsewhere in the New Testament only 
here and in Heb, ii, @; Rev. i, 18; xiv, 14. 
It is suggestive not only of Jesus as perfect 
man, but also of His complete dominion 
over the whole earth, as will be seen by a 
comparison of Ps, viii and Heb, ii. It is 
found ninety times in the prophecy of 
Ezekiel. “Heaven opened” is found just 
seven times in the Bible (Ezek. i, 1; Math, 
iii, 16; John 1, 51; Acts vii, 56; x, 11; Rev. 
iv, 1; xix, 11). 

57, ‘Then they cried out with a loud 
voice, and stopped their ears, and ran upon 
him with one accord.” Contrast stopping 
one’s cars to that which is evil, asin Ps, 
xxxviii, 18, and to that which is good, 
as in this case. Compure Math, xiii, 15. 
Let our prayer be, “Open thou mine 
eyes,” “Cause me to hear” (Ps, cxix, 18; 
exliii, 8), Contrast the “one accord” of the 
wicked, as here, and the “one accord” of 
the righteous in Acts fi, L. 

58, “And cast him out of the city and 
stoned him, and the witnesses laid down 
their clothes at a young man’s feet, whose 
name was Saul.”’” They judged him to be 
guilty of blasphemy (Ley, xxiv, 16) and 
thought they were obeying the law, while 
they themselves were the guilty ones, but 
they were blinded by unbelief. Jesus had 
forewarned his followers that they might 
expect this very treatment (Math, x, 28; 
John xvi, 2). As to Saul, he may possibly 
have thought of this very day years after- 
ward when he himself was being stoned 
for Jesus’ sake (Acts xiv, 19), 

59. “And they stoned Stephen, calling 
upon God, and saying, Lord Jesus, receive 
my spirit.” When Jesus was dying he 
said, “Father, into thine bands ] commend 
my spirit” (Luke xxiii, 46; Ps, xxxi, 5). 
This does not look like the nonexistence of 
the person between death and resurrection, 
or the sleep of the soul as some teach. If 
any one would be established as to the con- 
scious and joy of the souls of believers 
apart from the body, let him read and re- 
ceive Luke xvi, 22; xxiii, 43; II Cor. v, 8; 
Phil. i, 21, 23; Rev. vi, 9-11. 

60. ‘And he kneeled down and cried with 
a loud voice, Lord, lay not this sin to their 
charge. And when he had said this he 
fell asleep.”’ Like his adorable Master he 
prayed for his murderers (Luke xxiii, 84). 
Our instructions are, ‘Love your enemies, 
bless them that curse you, do good to them 
that hate you, and pray for them which 
despitefully use you and persecute you” 
(Math, v, 44), This is impossible to the 
natural man, but if we are born from 
above, if we have the new heart and the 
new Spirit (John ili, 7, margin; Ezek, xxxvi, 
26), Hein uscan doas He did in Jesus 
and in Stephen. One of the best daily 
mottoes for the Christian is “Not I, but 
Christ who liveth in me” (Gal, ij, 20). 

vili, 1. “And Saul was consenting unto 
his death,”” Hear his own testimony long 
after us he prayed to the Lord. ‘When the 
blood of thy martyr Stephen was shed | 
also was standing by and consented unto 
his death and kept the raiment of them 
that slew him’? (Acts xxii, 20), 

“And at that time there was a great per- 
secution against the church, which was at 
Jerusalem, and they were all scattered 
abroad throughout the regions of Judea 
and Samaria, except the apostles.” The 
command was to “Go unto all the world.” 
“To be His witnesses unto the uttermost 
part of the earth” (Mark xvi, 15; Acts i, 8), 
but up to this time they seem to have con 
fined their testimony to Jerusalem, hence 
this persecution permitted by God to cause 
them more fully to obey His command. 

2, "And devout men carried Stephen to 
his burial and made great lamentation 
over him,” Stephen was with his Lord, 
“absent from the body, present with the 
Lord,” but his body was asleep, even as 
Jesus said of Lazarus when speaking of 
bis death, “Our friend Lazarus sleepeth’”’ 
(John xi, 11-14), ‘Uhere was no occasion to 
lament for Stephen, for to him it was a 
great gain, but it seemed that the church 
could ill afford to lose such a witness, 

8. ‘As for Saul, he made havoc of the 
church, entering into every house, and 
hailing men and women, committed them 
to prison.” Beyond measure he perse 
euted the church and wasted it, being ex- 
ceedingly mad against the Christians (Gal, 
i, 18; Acts xxvi, 10, 11). He little thought 
that he was all the while fighting against 
God, as his own teacher, Gamaliel, had 
suid (chapter v, 3). He did not know, 
though he afterward learned it, that when 
he touched a Christian he touched the 
Lord Himself (Acts ix, 5; Zech. ii, 8), 

4. “Therefore they that were scattered 
abroad, went everywhere preaching the 
word.”” Observe that these were not the 
apostles who went everywhere evangeliz 
ing (verse 1) but all believers, It should 
be so now that all believers everywhere In 
the office and the store, in the mine and on 
the farm, at home and abroad, should be 
able and ready to tell another of Jesus 
and his love, bis humiliation, death, resur- 
rection, intercession, return, kingdom and 
glory.

Daniel Webater as a Pedagogue. 

Danicl Webster took charge of 
Fryeburg academy in January, 1802, 
making the journey thither from his 
home in New Hampshire, a distance 
of 100 miles, on horseback. He 
taught two terms, or until Septem- 
ber. His instruction is said to have 
been so acceptable to the trustees 
that they gave him a special vote of 
thanks and a small pecuniary gift 
when he retired from his position as 
teacher. In his leistre moments 
Daniel Webster copied deeds in the 
registry office, and these may still be 
seen there. He was anxious to in- 
crease his salary of $350 as much as 
possible, in order that he might as- 
sist his elder brother in the payment 
of his college expenses. 

The Fourth of July of that year 
was made memorable by the en 
trance of Mr, Webster into the realm 
of oratory, where later in life he 
was destined to reign as a king. This 
first oration is still in existence and 
has been issued in a printed form. 
It is unknown whether Mr. Webster | 
fed his scholars upon the milk of the | 
constitution, pure and undiluted, but 
it is presumed that this document, 
which Daniel as a little lad first read 
from his new red bordered pocket 
handkerchief by the light of a pine 
knot, must even then have engaged 
the deepest thoughts of the young 
manhood of its coming defender, 
Mr. Webster in after years never 
forgot this humble institution, but 
always kept a warm place in his 
heart for that which was his first 
stepping stone to public life.—Port- 
land (Me.) Press.

THE TWO PLATFORMS. 


Prof. Gunton Clearly Showa Why Free 
Trade Would Injnre Our Nation, 

The leading article in the August 
Sccial Lconomist is by the editor, Prof, 
Gorge Gunton, and acknowledged 
authority on economic questions. He 
shows the similarity and dissimilarity 
between the Republican and and Dem- 
ocratic platforins, but gives most space 
to considering what would be the effect 
on ournation of the free trade s0 em- 


phatically pronounced for by the Dem- 
certs. He says: 

The true thermometer of a nation’s 
civilization is the wages end social life 
of its musses, Nothing can securely pro- 
tect its civilization whicn does not pre- 
serve its standard of social lifeyand hence 
its rate of wages. No commerce, no for- 
eign trade, no social intercourse, no in- 
ternational relations of any kind, is de- 
sirable which cannot be had without 
lowering the wages and consequently the 
e.vil zation of one’s own country, since 
the prime obj ct of national existence is 
the preservation and promotion of its 
own civilzation, It is only by so doing 
that any nation can really contribute to 
the world’s advance, 

Protection of our wage level against in- 
from lewer wage countries is 
therefore the first duty vf our Govern- 
ment. Not to do that is to desert the 
R public and betray its best possibilities, 
We want the freest possible competition 
in our market between capitalists of all 
nations, but we should insist that such 
competition shall be between capitalists 
only. Their success must be made to de- 
pend upon their ability as capitalists, and 
not upon theircapaeity to obtain cheap 
lubor. ‘To accomplish this it is necessary 
that American wages be made the basis 
of competition in American markets, 
No capitalist shall have the benefit of our 
consumption and = civilization without 
paying theequivalent of our wages, This 
in no wise curtails capitalistic competi- 
tion, It simply puts them all on the 
saime economic plane, and lets the best 
succeed, That is to say, capitalists who 
have the most skill, the largest capital, 
or employ the best methods are able to 
get the business, and it permanently pre- 
vents Amevican producers from being 
handicapped by paying American wages, 

It will be seen thata tariff on this 
brais gives 
timply gives protection to 
toat the hirher wages of America in- 
creuses the cost of production, Beyond 
that point competition is absolutely tree, 
In tnet, it is free trade to all who pay the 
equivalent of American wages. Any 
party that would oppose protection to 
this extent is definitely an enemy to 
Aimerican laborers. No amount of talk 
about American miltionaires and mana- 
facturing monopolists is of any account 
in consideriug this point, Capitalists 
Will pay as little as they can whether we 
have protection or free trade. Wages 
never depended upon the generosity of 
employers, but always upon the demand 
made necessary by the social life and 
Standard of living of the laborers 
themselves. When the wages thus es- 
tabilshed cannot be paid, the business 
ceases, and the question of having a 
tariff equivalent to the difference in 
Wages is not a queseion as to whether 
manufacturers shall haye profits, but 
whether the industries shall be developed 
here or the bnsiness shall go to lower 
ware countries, 

To abolish the protective feature from 
our public policy would be to strike a 
vital blow at the labor movement in this 
country, It would make every rise of 
Wages or reduction of hours moce difll- 
cult than ever, because every improve- 
ment in the laborer’s condition would 
tend to handicap American employers 
in their competition with foreign pro- 
ducers using the same machinery. As 
the machinery in England, and toa con- 
siderable extent in other MWurop:an coun- 
tries, is substantially the same as our 
own, arise of wages would necessarily be 
checked until those of Hurope reached 
the same level, which simp!y means the 
arrest of our civilization, Whether the

LEGENDS or Wonurn, By Parker L. Converse: 
yp. 177; Hlustrated; edition printed to 400 copies, 
Voburn: P, L, Converse, for subscribers only. 
This is a handsome volume, neatly exe- 

cuted in every particular. ‘The cover 

shows an artistic piece of work done by 

Mrs. Mary C. Blanchard of this city, who 

also paints with skill. The introduction of 

the old house as a feature of the cover was 

a happy thought which could have sug- 

gested itself only toan artist. As its name 

indicates, the volume consists of stories cur- 
rentin Woburn for nobody knows how long, 
for they, or the most of them, originated 
and were kept going from lip to ear from 

a date quite or nearly coeval with the set- 

tlement of the town, There are 18 of these 

“legends,” which are finely illustrated with

He returned from Boston and entered into 
copartnership with) Mr. Gawin R. Gage in 
the merehant tailoring business on June 6, 


1842, being then about 22 veara old. For 
several vente they occupied a store 
nearly opposite the First) National Bank 
Block. ‘This business connection was on 


pleasant and profitable one and lasted 12 
years, when the partnership was dissolved 
Mr Fowle then entered the employment 
of G Ro Gage & Co., and remained with 
the house almost continuously to the date 
of his lust sickness, 

On March 27, 1845, Mr. Fowle was 
tnited in) marriage to Misa Luthea Tay, 
sister of Col, Cyrus Tay, with whom he 
lived happily for a quarter of a century. 
Tn 1875 he took for his second wife Mrs 
Scanton, who survives to lament the loss 
of a kind, generous and devoted husband 

Besides a bereaved widow, the deceased 
left two sons, Me Arthur A. Fowle, Man- 
aving Editor of the Boston Globe; Mr. 
Charles F. Fowle, Mechanical Engineer of 
this city; and a daughter, Mrs. Patch of 
Lyon, 

It ie safe to say that no 
community ever enjoyed a larger share 
of the confidence and esteem of his fellow 
men than James Leonarp Fowne. He 
was singularly modest and retiring, never 
pushing himself to the front, indifferent to 
official honors, and therefore left out of the 
reckoning while others far lesa deserving 
were taken up. He was an upright man.

[QUARTERLY MISSIONARY LESSON. ] 

f. “Then Philip went down to the city 
of Samaria, and preach Christ untot hem." 
By comparify verses 4, 12, 25 with this 
terse we obtain considerable light as to 
What was preached in those days; the 
Word, the Gospel, Christ, the things con 
cerning the kingdom: and if we compare 
chapters fi, 28; x, 86, 42, 48; xvii, 18, 82, we 
Will find that their preaching included re- 
pentance, forgiveness, peace, resurrection 
and judgment, 

6. “And the people with one accord gave 
heed.” Just eleven times in this book do we 
find the phrase “with one accord” (i, 14; fi, 1, 
46; iv, 24; v, 12; vil, 57; vill, 6; xil, 20; xv, 
25; xviii, 12; xix, 20; and only once else- 
where inthe New Testament is the word 
used (Rom, xv, 6, R. V). Seven times in 
the Acts itis “one accord” for good, and 
these seven make a most profitable study. 
It is the manifest power of the Holy Spirit. 

7 “Many taken with palsies and that 
were lame were healed.’’ These, in addi- 
tion to the unclean spirits which were cast 
out, are a sample of the miracles wrought 
by God through Philip, which constrained 
the people to give heed to his words, 

8 “And there was great joy in that city.” 
This is always the result of receiving Je 
sus. Those who believe—that is, receive— 
Him (John i, 12) will be filled with joy and 
peace (Rom, xv, 13), and it is His pleasure 
that we should be full of joy (John xv, 11; 
xvi, 24). 

9, “But there was acertain man called 
Simon giving out that himself was some 
great one.” The adversary is always busy, 
and you can always recognize him by the 
prominence he gives himself, This is the 
spirit of antichrist. See Dan, viii, 11, 25; 
xi, 86; Luke iv, 6, 7. The spirit of Jesus is 
to abase self and honor God (John viii, 28, 
50; xvii, 4). 

10, “To whom they all gave heed, from 
the least to the greatest, saying, This man 
is the great power of God."’ A great fol 
lowing is no proof that «# man is right, nor 


are few followers necessarily an evidence | 


that «a man is wrong. Consider Noah, 
Jeremiah and the prophets, and think of 
Jesus Himself (John vi, 66), 

ll. “He had betwitched them with sor 
ceries.”” So it has been, is and will be till 
Jesus comes, Jesus speaks of signs by 
false teachers in the last days that shall if 
possible deceive the elect (Math. xxiv, 24), 
and we read in Rey, xiii, 8, 8, of multitudes 
worshiping the beast, and in Il Thess. ii, 
9-12 of those who prefer a lie to the truth, 

12. “But when they believed Philip 
preaching the things concerning the king 
dom of God, and the name of Jesus Christ, 
they were baptized, both men and women,” 
The reception of the truth is the cure for 
all deception, They not only heard, but 
they received the truth, or rather they re 
ceived Jesus, who is the truth (John xiv, 
6; | John v, 11, 12), The entrance of the 
word giveth light (Ps. exix, 180) 

18. “Then Simon himself believed also; 
and when he was baptized he continued 
with Philip.” The power of God is able to 
break the hardest heart. Some doubt 
whether this was a real case of true conver 
sion or not. Weshall meet him again, but 
now observe that he believed, was baptized 
and continued, ° 

14, 15, “Peter and John prayed for them, 
that they might receive the Holy Ghost,” 
Word having reached Jerusalem of the 
great work going on in Samaria, Peter aod 
John were sent to help, and inasmuch as 
they had received the word, they give 
themselves to prayer that they may now 
receive the Holy Spirit. 

16, “For as yet He was fallen upon 
none of them; only they were baptized in 
the name of the Lord Jesus.” Having be- 
lieved and been baptized they were conse 
quently saved (Mark xvi, 16; John i, 12; 
jii, 16; v, 24). But we are saved to serve 
and live unto God (I Thess. i, 9 II Cor, 
vy, 15), and for this life aud service we need 
the special gift of the Holy Spirit, which 
so few care about. 

17, “Then laid they their hands on them, 
and they received the Holy Ghost.” So 
also at Ephesus Paul laid his bands on 
twelve men who had believed and they re 
ceived the Holy Ghost and prophesied 
(chapter xix, 6, 7). There is evidently a 
gift of the Spirit for saved people for service 
of which we hear comparatively little; 
and yet there is a plain command to “Be 
filled with the Spirit” (ph. v, 18). See the 
way in Luke xi, 18, 

18, 19. ‘Give me also this power, that on 
whomsoever I lay hands he may receive 
the Holy Ghost.”” We now return to Simon, 
of whom we read in verse 18 that he be 
lieved, was baptized and continued with 
Philip wondering and beholding. And 
now he offers money that he may obtain 
this power to confer the spirit. He does 
not seek power to serve God iu humility, 
(xx, 1), but rather seeks to be « great one 
and have power to yive, 

20, “Thy money perish with thee because 
thou hast thought that the gift of God 
may be purchased with money.” He did 
not know Isaiah ly, 1, nor Luke x1, 13, and 
yet he was like a great many even now 
who think that by doing so much or giving 
somuch they can obtain gifts from God. 
Many members of churches seem not to 
understand the grace of God (Rom. iii, 4; 
Eph, i, 6, 7). 

21. “Thou hast neither part nor lot in 
this matter, for thy heart is not right in 
the sight of God.”” If he had no part in 
Christ he was not saved; but if Peter 
meant that he had no part in this gift of 
the Holy Spirit, he was just in the condi 
tion im which most of our church members 
are, and reference to serving God his 
heart was not right. 

22. “Repent therefore of this thy wicked 
ness; and pray God, if perhaps the thought 
of thine heart may be forgiven thee,” 
Praise God for His forgiveness and mercy 
and plenteous redemption (Ps, exxx, 4, 7; 
cill, 8). He also gives repentance (chapter 
v, 81). Notice that thoughts must be for 
triven, for the thought of foolishness is sin 
[Proy, xxiv, 9). 

28, “For I perceive that thou art in the 
wall of bitterness and in the bond of in 
iquity.” If he was truly saved it would 
seem that he would have peace instead of 
bitterness and rejoice in the blotting out 
of his iniquities (Isa, xxxviil, 17; xlili, 25). 

A. “Pray ye to the Lord for me that 
none of these things which ye have spoken 
come upon me.”’ ‘This request of Simon's 
to be prayed for gives us some encourage 
ment, but the object of his request: makes 
us wonder if we shall meet him, Heis not 
a comfortable study, and alas! he has many 


followers, It is himself from first to last. 
25, “Preached the word of the Lord, 
preached the Gospel." Thus did Peter 


and John on their way back to Jerusalem, 
They have no thought of themselves, but 
only #« consiinoing desire to make Jesus 
known, This te the mark of a true disciple.

HER FIRST SCHOOL. 


It was early summer. Ryefield was 
in quest of a teacher, and Miss Clar- 
inda N. de Myste wanted « school. 
These facts account for this brief sketch. 

Ryefield was nothing if not an 
agricnltural community. Rusticity had 
long since budded, bloomed and gone 
to seed withiv its borders. Its pastoral 
people had been Honorary Members of 
the Ancient Order of Mossbacks from 
a date long anterior to Eversolongago 
and they magnified their calliug.

Ovnership of a Letter, 

Under the postal regulations of the 
United States and the rulings of the 
highest courts a letter does not be 
long to the person to whom it is sent 
until it is delivered to him, 

The writer has a right to reclaim 
and regain possession of it, provided 


he can prove to the satisfaction of 
| the postmaster at the office from 
| which it was sent, that he was the 


writer of it 

Even after the letter has arrived | 
at the office which is its destination, 
end before it has been delivered to 
the person to whom it is addressed, 
it may be recalled by the writer by 
telegraph through the mailing office, 

The regulations of the postoffice 
department of course require that 
the utmost care shall be taken by 
the postmaster at the office of mail 
ing to ascertain that the person who 
withdraw the letter is 
| really the one who is entitled to do 
so, and the postmaster is responsible 
for his error if he delivers the letter

Abandoned Farms a Blessing, 


So far as has come under our 


donment of hill farms in New Eng- 
land is almost universally bewailed. 
Though a sentiment of slight melan- 
choly must usually attach to an 
abandoned homestead, we take a 
brighter view of the conditions, since 
these are to the ad¥antage of the 
country at large. Abandoned hill 
farms especially will be allowed to 
grow up forests, and these afford 
their chiefest advantage to climate 
When they exist in elevated situa- 
tions, 

In such positions they not 
serve to prevent evaporation of the 
moisture stored in the soil from rain- 
falls, but are more influential as rain 
producers than in equal extent on 
low lands. In such elevated position 
they are generally regarded as pre- 
ventives of lightning, as they serve 
| to quietly equalize the electrical con- 
ditions of the atmosphere and earth, 
especially in the seasons of thunder- 
storms,

farms is the states’ opportrerity, since 
they may be purchased at a low 
figure, rescued from the greed of the 
dealer in cord wood and preserved 
foinver to please the eye and to im-

LESSON XII, THIRD QUARTER, INTER- 


NATIONAL SERIES, SEPT. 


Review of the Lessons of the Third Quar- 
ter—The Spirit Working Through the 
Apoxstles—Commentary by the Rev. D, 


M. Steartn. 


Lesson L—Topia, “The Ascension of 
Christ” (Acts |, 1-12). Golden text, “When 
He had spoken these things, while they 
beheld He was taken up, and a cloud re- 
ceived Him out of their sight’ (Acts 1, 9). 
The Gospels tell what Jesus began todo 
and teach; the Acts tell what he continued 
to do and teach through His apostles. 
They were to rely upon the Holy Spirit as 
their only power, and their one business 
was to testify of Jesus. Their joy was 
that the same Jesus would return in due 
time to restore the kingdom to Israel. He 
will come in person, His saints will meet 
Him on the way and return with Him 
(I Thess, iv, 16, 17; fii, 18; iv, 14). 

Lesson I1.—Topic, ‘The Descent of the 
Spirit’ (Acts fi, 1-12), Golden text, “When 
He, the Spirit of Truth, iscome He will 
guide you into all truth’ (John xvi, 18), 
They prayerfully and expectantly waited 
from day to day for the promised Com- 
forter, See John xiv, 16, 26; xv, 26; xvi, 
18. If Jesus had not ascended He would 
not have come (John xvi, 7), and the disci- 
ples might have labored in vain. But 
when the Spirit of God works or speaks 
then work is done and to some purpose, 
Our wisdom end power is nothing, but He 
Who at creation brought light out of dark- 
ness and order and fruitfulness instead of 
chaos and emptiness can shine in men’s 
hearts and give the knowledge of God 
‘Gen, 1, 2; H Cor, iv, 6; John xvi, §). 

Lesson I1T,—Topie, ‘The First Christian 
Church” (Acts ii, 87-47). Golden text, 
“The Lord added to the church daily such 
aus should be saved’’ (Acts ii, 47). As Peter 
spoke the word in the power of the spirit 
and testified of the resurrection of Jesus 
from the dead the people were convinced 
of their sin and earnestly asked what to do. 
Thus began to be formed the Church or 
Body of Christ (ph. i, 22, 23), of which He 
is the head, and which when completed 
will be brought to him as Eve was to 
Adam, ‘Then the marriage of the Lamb 
tid after that the kingdom (Rev. xix.) 

Lesson I1V.—Topic, ‘The Lame Man 
Healed” (Acts. iii, 1-16). Golden text, 
“And His Name, through faith in His 
Name, hath made this man strong” (Acts 
iii, 16), Jesus though absent in body and 
invisible, has all power in heaven and on 
earth (Math, xxviii, 18), and is pleased by 
His Spirit in His people, to show His pow- 
er on behalf of our bodies as well as our 
souls. Observe that again Peter preaches 
a risen Christ (verse 15). 

Lesson V.—Topic, “Peter and John Be- 
fore the Council” (Acts iv, 1-18), Golden 
text, “There is none other name under 
heaven given among men whereby we 
must be saved’ (Acts iy, 12), The preach- 
ing of the resurrection of Jesus so enraged 
the religious rulers, and especially the 
Sadducees, who did not believe in a resur- 
rection, that Peter and John were impris- 
oned and the next day brought before the 
council, Again Peter boldly proclaimed 
that Jesus whom they had crucified was 
alive, and that the healing of the lame 
man was His doing. If the power of a 
risen, living Christ was seen in us, people 
would learn of Jesus through us, 

Lesson VI.—Topic, **The Apostles’ Con- 
fidence in God” (Acts iv, 10-31), 
text, “They spake the Word of God with 
boldness” (Acts iv, 81). The council hav- 
ing threatened them and commanded them 
to speak no more in Jesus’ name, let them 
yo. The apostles said that they must 
speak in His Name, and departing went to 
the other believers and told their story. 
The result was prayer and praise and an- 
other mighty baptism of the Holy Spirit 
and increased testimony to a risen Christ. 

Lesson VII.—Topic, ‘Ananias and 
Sapphira” (Acts v, 1-11). Golden text, 
Be not deceived, God is not mocked; for 
whatsoever a man soweth that shall he 
also reap” (Gal. vi, 7). Wehave thus far 

n the power of the Holy Spirit, the 
Spirit of Truth, in holy and true men who 
were faithful witnesses; but now we see 
the deceitfulness of the human heart in a 
man and his wife who thought they could 
deceive God and not be found out, Keep- 
ing back part of the price, lack of whole- 
hearted consecration to God is the great 
hindrance in the chureh today. 

L&sson VIII.—Topic, ‘The Apostles Per- 
secuted” (Arts v, 25-41). Golden text, 
“We ought to obey God rather than men” 
(Acts v, 29). So many mighty works were 
wrought by the apostles that the rage of 
satan again caused their imprisonment, 
but the Lord by an angel set them free in 
the night and told them to keep on preach- 
ing, They are found inthe temple at their 
work, are arvested und brought before the 
council and again testify to a risen Christ,

Attitude of Adoration, 

Tho natural ruggedness of her face 
had been materially softened by the 
hand of art when she seated herself 
varefully in the photographer's chai1 
and turned her eyes in the direction 
of the camera. Yet the most careful 
observer could not be deceived intc 
thinking her beautiful. 

‘Madam, if you please, look” ——— 

The artist was interrupted by a 
deprecatory wave of the hand. 

“No directions, please. I know just 
how I want to sit. I have studied 
myself in many different poses, and 
I know what I am talking about.” 

She leaned forward in a careless 
way, rested her elbow on the table 
by her side, pressed one finger 
against her cheek, rolled her eyes 
until her glance rested upon the ceil- 
ing and sighed. 

“There,” she murmured in a soft 
ecstacy, “‘like that. An attitude of 
adoration, don’t you know.” 

“But, madam”—— 

“Nota word, I know what I want.” 

The photographer merely wished 
to call attention to the distinction be- 
tween a contortion and an attitude 
of adoration. He concluded, how- 
ever, to remain silent. 

“There is only one thing,” the sit- 
ter explained, ‘‘upon which I wish to 
have your opinion.” 

The artist bowed. 

“Tean’t really make up my mind 
whether a smile or a pensive look is 
the more becoming to me.” 

The artist would not, willingly un- 
dertake to decide so delicate and in- 
tricate a problem without ample 
study. He essayed to look respect- 
fully interested, but said nothing. 

“Do T look better thus?” 

She assumed an expression ap- 
proximating in severity that of the 
Gorgon Medusa, 

“Or thus?” 

She stretched her face with a smile 
that would have caused the stoutest 
heart to quail. 

‘Which do you say?” 

The artist thought of the delicate 
mechanism of his camera and groan- 
ed in spirit. 

“My dear madam”- 

She was listening eagerly, 

“If you could manage’— 

“Oh, yes; certainly.” 

“Er—between the two expressions 
it is difficult to decide”—— 

“Quite right.” 

“They are equally becoming.” 

She simpered a weak simulation of 
dissent. 

“Andif you could take little of 
each—a very little’—— 

She started in horror. 

“And try something else’—— 

She was gone. She had scrambled 
into her wraps in a twinkling, made 
a few disjointed observations about 
being insulted and flitted away. 

“A very little of each, to be sure,” 
were the words which rang in the 
ears of the artist, and it seemed to 
him they came as in a dream.—Bos- 
ton Gazette. 


John Webster's Genius, 

There is something in Webster that 
reminds me of Victor Hugo, There 
is the same confusion at times of 
what is biy with what is great, the 
same fondness for the merely spec- 
tacular, the same insensibility to re- 
pulsive details, the same indifference 
to the probable or even to the nat 
ural, the sume leaning toward the 
grotesque, the same love of effect at 
whatever cost, and there is also the 
same impressiveness of result. What- 
ever other effect Webster may pro- 
duce upon us, he never leayes us in- 
different. We may blame, we may 
criticise, as much as we will; we may 
say that all this ghastliness is only a 
trick of theatrical blue light; we 
shudder and admire nevertheless. 

We may say he is melodramatic, 
that his figures are magic lantern 
pictures that waver and change 
shape with the curtain on which 
they are thrown; it matters not, he 
stirs us with an emotion deeper than 
any mere artifice could stir.—James 
Russell Lowell in Harper's,

THE LORD'S SUPPER. 


LESSON XIII, THIRO QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, SEPT. 25. 


Text of the Lesson, I Cor, xi, 20-34— 
Memory Verner, 23-25—Golden Text, 
I Cor. xi, 28—Commontary by the Rev. 
D, M. Stearns. 


[QUARTERLY TEMPERANCE LESSON. ] 

20. ‘When ye come together, therefore, 
Into one place, this is not to eat the Lord's 
Bupper.””) The R, V. says, “It is not possi- 
ble to eat the Lord's Supper."’ The divi- 
sions of this epistle are easily recognized 
by the words, “Now concerning or as 
touching” (chapters vii, 1; vill, 1; xii, 1; 
xvi, 1). If the section in which our lesson 
is found be carefully read, the prominent 
topic will be found to be that of glorifying 
God in eating and drinking (x, 81), and 
when people come together to enjoy them- 
selves in eating and drinking they cannot 
truly eat the Lord’s Supper, for it points 
to the death of self, not the life of self. 

21. “For in eating, every one taketh be- 
fore other his own supper. And one is hun- 
gry tnd another is drunken.” Imagine 
people coming together for a good time, as 
they say, and after enjoying themselves to 
the full, proceel to commemorate the 
Lord’s death. These did worse than that, 
for they actually made the Lord's Supper 
a drunken feast, 

22. ‘What! have ye not houses to eat 
and drink in, or despise ye the church of 
God?” The supplying of our bodily needs 
is one thing, but the worship of God is an 
entirely different matter, One of the most 
prominent characteristics of Christ was 
that He never lived for Himself, but al-

28. ‘For I have received of the Lord that 
which also I delivered unto you, that the 
Lord Jesus, the same night in which He 
was betrayed, took bread.” Hated by the 
world, betrayed by a professed friend and 
delivered to be crucified; this was the treat- 
ment Christ received, and He teaches ur 
not toexpect anything different or better 
(John xv, 18-20; xvi, 83). 

wu. “And when He had given thanks, 
He brake it and said, Take, eat; this is 
my body which is broken for you; this do 
in remembrance of me.’”’ He did not say 
this is my body which is pampered or in 
dulged for you, but given or broken for 
you. If weare saved by His blood, then 
the great question with us is no longer 
one of food or raiment, but one of right- 
eousness and glorifying God (Rom. xiv, 17). 

25. “This cup is the new testament in 
my blood; this do ye, as oft as ye drink it, 
in remembrance of me.” It was after the 
eating of the passover on that last night 
before He was crucified that He instituted 
this supper (Luke xxii, 14-20) and gave to 
His disciples these emblems of His body 
and blood to be used by them in coming 
days as memorials of His death. He would 
have them not only filled with gratitude 
because of His sacrifice on their behalf, 
but also ready to lay down their lives for 
Him or pour them out in loving service on

26. For as often as ye eat this bread, 
and drink this cup, ye do shew the Lord’s 
death till He come.’’? Redeemed by His 
great sacrifice, we are expected to deny 
self, reckon our old man as crucified and 
constantly present our bodies a living 
sacrifice, sustained and cheered by the 
glory which will be ours in the resurrec- 
tion body at His coming (Math, xvi, 24; 
Rom, vi, 6; xii, 1, 2; viii, 18; I Thess, i, 10), 
The two greatest of all events in the his- 
tory of the world are the death of Jesus on 
Calvary and his return to reign and sub- 
due the earth, 

27. ‘Wherefore, whosoever shall eat this 
bread, and drink this cup of the Lord un- 
worthily, shall be guilty of the body and 
blood of the Lord.””, The unworthy refers 
not to the persons partaking, for all are 
unworthy in themselves, but tothe spirit 
in which itis partaken. If one should take 
the bread and wine at such a time for mere 
carnal gratification he would be guilty of 
ill treating the sacrifice of Christ and mak- 
ing light of his death for us. 

28. “But let a man examine himself, and 
so let him eat of that bread and drink of 
thatcup.’? Wemustconsider wellif we have 
really seen ourselves to be guilty in the 
sight of God, sinners justly deserving His 
wrath, and have truly received Jesus 
Christ as our own personal Saviour, believ- 
ing that He loved me and gave Himself 
forme. If this be so, then with humble 
and grateful hearts we will partake of the 
bread and wine as emblems of His body 
and blood, 

20, ‘or he that eateth and drinketh un- 
worthily eateth and drinketh judgment to 
himself, not discerning the Lord’s body.” 
To die to self is the daily business of every 
believer in order that the life of Christ 
may be manifest in us (11 Cor, iv, 11), One 
who lives to gratify self and yet partakes 
of the Lord’s Supper, the emblems of which 
speak of death, and life through death, of 
necessity condemns himself, 

80, “For this cause many are weak and 
sickly among you, and many sleep.” Phys- 
ical health was promised on condition of 
obedience, and disease was threatened if 


they disobeyed (Idx, xv, 26; Lev. xx 15, 
16), At Corinth, because of disobedience, 
many were sick and some had died. We 


are not taught that all sickness is because 
of disobedience (John ix, 8; xi, 4), but that 
it is sometimes the case that sickness and 
death follow the disobedience of believers. 

81. “For if we would judge ourselves, 
we should not be judged,” it we would 
walk humbly with God and live uprightly, 
no good thing would He withhold from us, 
and we would escape much chastening. 
If we would test everything by the judg- 
ment seat of Christ and do only what he 
approves, we would thus walk in the light 
with Ilim and enjoy constant fellowship.

A few weeks ago “McConn” wrote in 
the Chicago Advance: “Boston is one 
vast relic. You can scarcely find a spot 
to rest your feet upon which is not 
memorable for some historic event 
which happened here.” The words 
apply with equal force to Woburn, No 
town or city in the country can point 
out to the visitor more historic attrac- 
tions than Woburn, It was settled only 
10 years after Boston. The sturdy 
pioneers who hewed down the primeval 
forests, and cleared up the farms, and 
built homes, and dedicated a church, 
and laid the foundations for the future 
town and city, came from a_ historic 
church whose members were but reeently 
from homes in Old England, The first 
settlers were Puritans of the real genuine 
stamp. 

Verily, Woburn is historic. It has 
been written about in book, pamphlet, 
magazine and paper more than any 
other place in Middlesex county. The 
works on Woburn, big and little, to be 
found in our Public Library, constitute 
a respectable library by themselves, and 
the great 250th Anniversary Celebration 
will be sure to add much more, 

But what we set out to say was that 
Woburn is getting more advertising out 
of her 250th Anniversary celebration 
than any 25 years of ordinary life would 
have given her. She is daily becoming 
known all over America and by the 
time we get through with our big affair 
Boston will be compelled to look to her 
laurels, 

The Boston papers are doing so much 
work on Woburn and doing it so 
thoroughly and well that hardly any- 
thing is left for the local papers to 
attend to in the way of “writing up” 
the town and advertising it. The »umer- 
ous historical features have been sepa 
rately and exhaustively described, 
Events, places, buildings, men—every- 
thing of historic interest has laid before 
the public, and the local press could 
add but little if they would. 

The Sunday Globe of Sept. 25, contained 
a4-column article from the pen of (Miss) 
Mary Kenney, sister of Mr. W. F. 
Kenney, Day Editor of the Globe, en- 
tithed “Woburn’s 250th Birthday,” which 
was handsomely illustrated, and was a 
valuable contribution Lo historical and 
descriptive literature of the town. — [ts 
themes were: “Count Rumford,” ‘The 
Tanneries,” “Goodyear” (the inventor 
of vulcanized rubber, a resident of 
Woburn when his discovery was made), 
“Baldwin Apples,” ete. ‘The article was 
carefully prepared and finely composed, 
It demonstrated Miss Kenney’s ability 
to handle the pen with ease and grace. 

The Sunday Herald published “Wo- 
burn’s” First Postoftice,”” which was a 
valuable contribution to local history 
and very interesting. A few days ago 
the Boston News contained a historical 
sketch ot the town, which also will 
doubtless be preserved in the Records 
of the Great Event. 

And so writers have been writing and 
Brintlng things about early and late 
Voburn for months past; advertising 
it as nothing else could; relieving the 
local press of much hard work; and 
will continue to do so until the great 
Celebration has also passed into history. 
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Journalists Handsomely Entertained, 


Nearly 150 ladies and gentlemen repre- 
senting the New England Press gatered 
at the big Mechanie’s Fair building on 
Huntington Avenue, Boston, last Mon- 
day afternoon to attend a reception 
tendered them by the Massachusetts 
Charitable Mechanic Association, 

Atter an informal meeting in the 
reception room, President Wentworth of 
the Association and Rey. A. Kk. Winship 
of the Journal of Education led a econ- 
certed attack upon the banquet tables 
which soon succumbed to the assailants. 

Editor A. C, Dowse of the New England 
Grocer, who is Press Representative of 
the Exhibition, opened the post prandial 
exercises by introducing Hon. Oliver M, 
Wentworth as toastmaster, and he, after 
delivering a felicitous speech on the 
relationship of the Association with the 
Press, introduced Hon. Alfred Licknell, 
Secretary of the Association, who spoke 
upon the past and present journalism. 

Rey, A. E. Winship of the Journal of 
Education followed in a hearty speech 
and Mis, Marion A. McBride, who is to 
haye charge of the Domestic Science 
Department of the Exhibition, responded 
in behalf of the newspaper women, 
describing in detail the Women’s De- 
partment of the Fair. 

Other happy informal speeches were 
made by H. H. Wilson of the Board 
of Management George M. Whitaker, 
Editor of the New England Farmer; 
Editor Tyler of the Boston Home Journal; 
Mr, Benjamin Johnson of the New 
England Grocer; Supt. Badger, of the 
Exhibition; Mr. Augustus Lothrop and 
Editor Seott of the Peterboro, N. H. 
Transcript. 

The guests were then conducted 
through the large buildings to inspect 
the preparations as thus far completed 
for the opening of the Exhibition. 
Although the arrangements are yet in 
chaotic shape, they have assumed 
sullicient form to indicate that no 
previous Exibition has eclipsed or even 
rivaled the one soon to be opened to 
the public.

Preservatives for Grapes. 

“I was surprised to learn a few 
days ago," said one gentleman toa 
companion, ‘that the grapes we eat 
at dessert, especially the white varie- 
ties, may have been plucked from the 
vines a month before. A few days 
ago I went to a fruit store near my 
home and asked for two pounds of 
white grapes, incidentally remarking 
that they were for my little boy, who 
was sick. 

““*Why don’t you take one of these 
5-pound baskets?’ asked the dealer. 
‘They are somewhat cheaper when 
bought in such quantities, and be- 
sides I will put a preservative on the 
grapes that, while it will not impair 
their appearance or taste and is not 
in the least injurious to the stomach, 
will keep them for two or three 
weeks. Taste one of those grapes,’ 
and he pointed to a big basket of fine 
fruit. 

“The grapes were sound and of 
fine flavor. ‘Those grapes you have 
eaten,’ he said, ‘have been kept in 
stock two months, and I can prob- 
ably keep them as much longer. I 
do not know what the preservative 
is composed of. I get it froma big 
firm of chemists down town, and 
they guarantee there is nothing in- 
jurious in it. I have never tried it 
on any kind of fruit except grapes, 
but I guess it would prove justis 
efficacious on peaches or plums.’”—

The Terrible Gou-Gou. 

Several writers, among them the 
eminent Samuel de Champlain, tell 
awful stories of the work of a super- 
natural monster that formerly in- 
habited the islands of the Bay of 
Chaleur. ‘To the Indians of the Cha- 
leur region this terrible being, which 
always appeared in the form of a 
woman, was known as the ‘‘gou-gou.” 
As printed the word is usually divid- 
ed, and pronounced with a quick, gut- 
tural sound, not wholly unlike the 
‘“‘xo00-goo" of ababy. This monstrous 
amazonian, the legend tells us, lived 
on human flesh, She caught Indians 
by the dozens and stowed them away 
in pouches at her hips, the pouches 
being large enough, so an old Indian 
told Champlain, to hold ‘fifty 
ponies.”

SAUL’S CONVERSION, 


LESSON |, FOURTH QUARTER, INTER- 
NATIONAL SERIES, OCT, 2. 


Text of the Leason, Acta ix, 1-20—Mem- 
ory Verses, 15-18—Golden Text, John 
ill, 3—Commentary by the Rev. D. M. 


Stearns, 


The text of this lesson is so long, and 
the space allotted meis so short, that I 
cannot quote the verses, and must there- 
fore urge the reader to read the notes with 
the Bible open at the place, 

1, This verse takes us to chapters vii, 58; 
viii, 1, 8, and also for Paul's own testimony 
as to his former life to chapters xxii, 3, 4; 
xxvi, ®11; and Gal, i, 18, 14. He thought 
that Jesus of Nazareth was an impostor 
and a deceiver, and that he in this perse- 
cution was doing right in the sight of the 
God of Israel, 

2, With letters of authority from the 
high priest he started for Damascus that 

the might arrest and bring as prisoners to 

Jerusalem any whom he might find wor- 

shiping Jesus, Observe in the margin 

and in the Revised Version of this verse 
that the religion of Jesus is spoken of as 

“The Way.’’ See also chapters xxiv, 22, 

and xix, 9, 28, R. V. It is the same expres- 

sion that Jesus used in John xiv, 6, “I am 
the way.” 

3. The Lord who rules fim heaven and 
onearth allowed him to come near, but 
not into, Damascus with his murderous 
intentions. Not even the devil can go one 
step beyond God’s permission (Dan, iv, 85; 
Job xxxviii, 11; i, 10). It was at midday 
that this light from heaven, brighter than 
the sun, shone upon him (xxvi, 18). 

4. He fell to the earth, as did those 
Roman soldiers in Gethsemane (John xviii, 
6). Compare Isa, vi, 5; Dan. x, 7, 8, 9; Rev. 
i, 17, and remember that these were holy 
men, but Saul was an unsaved man, and 
consider what you will do before such 
light. This voice was in the Hebrew 
tongue (xxvi, 14). When Saul touched a be- 
liever in Jesus he touched Jesus Him- 
self, for all believers are members of His 
body. 

5. What a revelation to Saul to hear 
from heaven the voice of the man whom 
he thought to have been a deceiver, to 
have been lawfully executed and to have 
gone to the place of the lost. So shall Is- 
rael be surprised some day when they 
shall see this same Jesus coming. 

6. Jesus being alive andin heaven, Saul 
sees in a moment, by the enlightenment of 
the Holy Spirit, that he has been all wrong 
in his thoughts of Jesus; he at once ac- 
knowledges Him as Lord (I Cor. xii, 8), 
and meekly asks what he is to do, Ina 
moment he has changed masters and has 
become the obedient servant of Jesus 
Christ. 

7. The men who were with him saw the 
light and heard the sound of the voice, but 
heard not the words, neither did they see 
Jesus, Compare chapter xxii, 9; John xii, 
28, 20; Dan. x, 7. That Saul saw Jesus is 
evident from verse 17 and I Cor. xv, 8. 

8, What Jesus said to Saul as He com- 
manded him to rise and stand upon his 
feet is fully stated in Paul’s testimony be- 
fore Agrippa in chapter xxvi, 16-18. The 
wlory of the light from heaven so blinded 
Saul that he had to be led by the hand into 
the city. What a contrast between the 
humble, and for the present helpless, dis- 
ciple and the recent proud blasphemer! 

9, Three days blind and fasting, the 
world shut out, the body mortified, dying 
to self, God dealing with his soul. Some 
day he may tell us about those three days. 
It is the period of death p ling resur- 
rection (Gen, xxii, 4; xlii, 17; Jonah ii, 17; 
Hos, vi, 2; John ii, 19; Rev. xi, 11). 

10, One of God’s chosen ones at Damas- 
cus, a willing and obedient one, for see bis 
prompt reply, is selected to be the Lord’s 
messenger to Saul. Paul testifies that this 
Ananias was a devout man and had a good 
report of all the Jews (chapter xxii, 12), THis 
reply to the Lord’s call reminds us of the 
boy Samuel and also of the prophet Isaiah 
(I Sam, iii, 4, 6, 8, 10; Isa. vi, §). 

11. We have here some light upon the 
manner in which Saul passed his three 
days of blindness. He gave himself to 
prayer; it was a season of true penitence 
and communion with God, more of it 
would be good for every Christian, for un- 
less we are much alone with God we shall 
never be much used by God. As to Paul’s 
after conduct in this respect, see Gal. i, 
15-19. 

12. The Lord regarded Saul’s prayers 
and graciously gave him a vision of this 
same Ananias coming to him and laying 
his hand upon him. As to other visions 
which God gave this His servant, see xxii, 
17, 18; xvi, 9. We may not expect visions 
from God, for we have the completed 
word, and faith is more blessed at present 
than sight (John xx, 20). 

13, 14. Saul and his doings seem to have 
been well known even at Damascus, and 
also his present mission and authority, It 
is probable also that the saints at Damas- 
cus had given themselves to prayer that 
God would save them from the power of 
Saul, and possibly they had prayed for his 
conversion, but like the saints at Jerusa 
lem, in chapter xii, 14, 15, the answer was 
too good to be true, How wondrous is our 
lack of confidence in God, 

15. The Lord graciously bears with 
Ananias in his objections, and repeats His 
command to go, adding that Saul is a ves- 
sel of His choice to bear his name before 
Jews and Gentiles, great and small. In 
Gal, i, 15, 16, Paul tells us that God had 
set him apart from his birth to reveal His 
Sonin him. In Eph. i, 4 we read that the 
elect were chosen before the foundation of 
the world. 

16. Saul is not only chosen to bear the 
pame of Jesus, but also to suffer for the 
sake of that name. The two are insepara- 
bly connected in this present age, for it 
is an evil age, and the whole world lieth 
in the wicked one (Gal. i, 4; I John, vy, 
19, R. V ). See also John xv, 18, 19; xvi, 33; 
II Tim. iii, 12; but be encouraged by 
Rom. viii, 18. 

17. Ananius is obedient, searches out 
Saul, calls him brother and in the name 
of Jesus lays hands upon him that he may 
receive his sight and be filled with the 
Spirit. Natural sight is restored to him, 
but he hes now a new sight, a spiritual 
vision; old things are passed away, all 
things are become new. 

18. The seales fall from his eyes, and 
at the command of Ananias he is baptized 
and confesses Jesus as Lord (Acts xxii, 14- 
16), His sins are all forgiven, he is now 
to bea witness untoak men of what he has 
seen and heard. ‘This, too, is your glorious 
privilege if you are a believer in Christ, 

19. He now receives food that his body 
may be strengthened and continues some 
days with the disciples at Damascus, 

20, Being filled with the Spirit (verse 17) 
he goes even iato the synagogues, and in- 
stead of talking against Jesus he fearlessly 
proclaims that He is the Son of God, The 
Jews are confounded and seek to kill him 
(verse 23), but God cares for His servant, 
He goes to Jerusalem and is tried by the 
coldness of the disciples toward him, but 
Barnabas pro® es a true son of consolation.
